On Sunday afternoon one 
rescue was effected by the patrol 
Mrs. 8. D. Ayers, 407 Elm Place, 
Berkley, had walked around on 
the sand bar and in returning 
stepped into the hole. Not being 
able to swim, she had gone down 
for the second time when reached 
by Scoutmaster Brady, who 
brought her to safety. She was 
quickly revered without artificial 
respiration. Others were assisted 
by the patrol during the weekend 
but that was the only incident of 
actual rescue. Many children wet e 
directed away from the hole and 
parents warned is to their safety. 

First aid was rendered to many 
who had received cuts. The patro! 
was equipped with a complete 
first aid kit and all on duty were 
trained in their applications.

OUR HOSPITAL PROBLEM 



A few years back certain groups of people 
of the Second Congressional District visual- 
ized the establishment of a tubercular sani- 
tarium within its boundaries for the care of 
Ka infected citizens. With this picture be- 
fore them and a supposed subsidy from the 
State, solicitations of the area for contribu- 
tions went forward until December, 1937, the 
dream came true with ihe opening of the 
Tidewater Memorial Hospital in Princess 
Anne County. Having been so located, al- 
though belonging to the people of the Second 
District, we of Princess Anne call it our 
Hospital 

But now that we have it, we are faced with 
a more serious problem than the procuring 
of its construction and equipment — the prob- 
lem of the operating expenses. 

Since its opening the demands have been 
greater than its facilities could" possibly 
meet. Even so, during its short period of 
existence, invaluable good has been done and 
even greater things may be accomplished by 
its continuance. 

However, unfortunately, between the time 
of inauguration of the move for its establish 
ment and the actual opening, conditions 
changed. For this reason the institution is 
now faced with a serious situation — a change 
I of the method of operation is inevitable. 

Under the present set up, the Association, 
taxed to capacity, is faced with an annual 
deficit of $15,000 in its operation of the hos- 

{iltal. This was brought about by an un- 
oreseen condition. The daily cost per pa- 
tient averages about $2.25. The white pa- 
tients pay one dollar per day and the Negro 
patients seventy-five cents. It was under- 
stood at the inauguration of the project that 
the State would contribute one dollar per day 
toward its maintenance but due to the in- 
creased number of beds throughout the State 
and a limited fund, the State has contributed 
only 27 cents per day per patient. 

With these figures definitely before the 
Association steps must be immediately taken 
toward a solution or the institution be closed. 
This is a problem which should be given 
serious consideration not only by its officers 
btlt by the people of the Second District. The 
hospital has proven to be a too valuable an 
asset to abandon after having gone this far. 
It is possible that this deficit could be 
made up by annual subscriptions in the Dis- 
trict, but this seems hardly feasible, if not 
asking too much. It could be done by an 
endowment but that also would require a 
considerable size fund. And another method 
would be to turn it over to the State for op- 
eration, which, of course, would take it out 
of the control of the locality. 

Whatever method is decided upon, it is one 
of importance to the people of the Second 
District, particularly Princess Anne County, 
and in the State as a whole. 

The work that it has already been done is 
positive evidence that it must go on. Some 
steps must be taken toward its maintenance, 
regardless of method — preferably under local 
control.

ed" on an average of 21 casta per day or a 
gross of $143 and she "hit" twice with the 
winnings of $16.60, showing a loss by her of 
a little better than sixteen percent of her 
gross salary. In other words more than one 
fourth of the gross income of the couple went 
to the support of illegal gambling operations, 
or of the $333 played by this couple $270 
went into the pockets of the racketeers or a 
little better than eighty percent of the 
amounts laid out 

If these figures are correct, it is natural to 
suppose the average of the large numbers 
who participate in this form of gambling 
would be about the same. What then about 
the "take" of the mechanically operated 
devices, which undoubtedly can be regulated 
and when they do hit pay only a 
small percent of the odds given by the "num- 
oer game" or the numerous other under 
cover lotteries and sweepstakes? Annually 
these illegal operators take an inestimable 
amount out of the pockets of all classes of 
people in this Country 

Naturally, one knows, or should know, 
that when he participates in a game of 
chance that the odds are against him; other- 
wise the operator would not be in the busi- 
ness. However, apparently the American 
people seem to have instinctively the gambl- 
ing tendency and will continue to participate 
in it in some form, legal or illegal, with the 
possible odds greatly against them. 

It is now obvious that the illegal gambling 
cannot be broken up. Drives upon drives 
have been made but without success. The 
little fellow is the only one ever detected, the 
heads never are- As a consequence the 
game goes on and the public is continuously 
fleeced — fleeced by big odds. 

That then reverts our minds to legalized 
gambling — State controlled gambling — 
where even though the odds are against the 
player, they will not be as great as the ques- 
tionable illegal play and will be conducted 
reasonably straight. 

Prohibition on the sale of intoxicants was 
attempted but found unsound and unenforc- 
able. As a result we now have legalized sale 
of liquor under governmental control. Where- 
as it is not perfect, the public is not being 
roboed by the purchase of ''bathtub gin" or 
"corn" of uncertain quality and in addition 
the governmental bodies receive a substan- 
tial revenue from its sale. 

Why not so with gambling? If we must 
have it and however, wrong it may be, it 
looks as if we will — let's have it under a con- 
trolled system. Not only will the game be 
fairer as to odds but straighter in operation 
and revenue producing to the State and the 
localities. It will largely destroy the illegal 
game as the abandonment of 'prohibition' 
destroyed "bootlegging." Going a step furth- 
er, if it must be and apparently it must, how- 
ever, morally wrong it may be, it would be of 
material benefit to this community if we 
could have horse and dog racing under the 
pari-mutuel system. It would bring moneys 
legitimately intb the community which are 
now being illegitimately taken out — out of 
the community — out of the State and out of 
the Country. 

iNo — such a method would not cure the 
evil of gambling but it would be far better 
than the present wholesale highway illegal 
methods now in operation.

HIGH COST OF GAMBLING 



There has been an intensive drive being 
conducted against the so-called "numbers 
game" in practically every city, town and 
County of Virginia during the past year by 
the law enforcement officers and a well 
deserved one, if the figures which were em- 
bodied in an editorial of the Riphmond News 
Leader of a few days ago are correct (and 
there is every reason to believe them to be 
so). 

During a recent campaign on the "number 
operators" in Richmond, this paper, through 
Its ingenuity, procured from an humble 
couple, who had kept a record, an account of 
their investments in the game and the re- 
turns from their so-called 'hits'. It i& a rare 
©cession that one does keep such a record 
and therefore when such records have been 
uncovered they prove not Qnly interesting 
but startling. 

According to the News Leader, the hus- 
band was employed as a day laborer at $13.50 
a week and the. wife, a maid, earned seven 
dollars a week. Over a period of 681 con- 
secutive «tays the man 'played' on an average 
4ff 28 cents a day or approximately a total of 
$190 and his winnings during that period 
|46.40 with a net loss of $144 or almost 



Last week there were some twenty odd 
cases brought before the Police Justice of 
the Town on charges for alleged sales of 
merchandise on the streets without propel 
Town licenses. These cases were vigorously, 
and properly so, prosecuted by the Town 
Attorney. 

Some were dismissed, some were given 
time to procure licenses to avoid fines, some 
were taken under advisement arid some were 
carried over for further investigation of 
technicalities and interpretations. 

Not questioning the Justice or merit of 
each decision, it was noted by those present, 
that at the close of the evidence of each ease 
the prosecutor expressed his opinion as to the 
disposition of the case. Invariably, a decision 
was rendered in accordance with this opinion. 
In all probability this opinion was sound and 
each defendant given the benefit of the 
doubt— but it would seem that each indiv- 
idual should have the privilege of obtaining 
a judicial thought on his case and not be 
bound by the views of the prosecutor. If this 
procedure is to be followed there is no need 
of bringing such cases into Court, as they 
could be determined upon by an informal con 
ference with the prosecutor.

Economy in government was 
brought more forcibly to our mind 
by an editorial from the Clifton 
Forge Review, in which the editor 
comments on the statement of 
Attorney Geneial Frank Murphy 
as follows: 

If Attorney General Murphy 
can bring about the reduction hi 
the government expenses which 
he now advocates, he will prove 
the most popular New Dealer with 
the rank and file of the American 
people, or he will find himself 
ousted from the Inner circle in 
Washington. Mr. Murphy thinks 
it is possible, by operation on the 
public pay roll, to cut more than 
one million employees from the 
rolls. He tells us that four mil- 
lion government employees an- 
nually receive nearly $8,000,000,- 
000 In salaries, making the cost 
to the average family about $200 
a year, or over 13 per cent of 
its total Income. Since no other 
member of the New Deal inner 
circle has shown any concern over 
this appalling fact, it is some- 
what encouraging to find that 
these over-burdened families may 
at last have a friend at court in 
Mr. Murphy. 

Senator Byrd, one of the front 
rank advocates of economy in 
government, was quick to wel- 
come Mr. Murphy among those 
who believe it is easily possible to 
reduce the heavy expense of gov- 
ernment without impairing effi- 
ciency. In a statement Saturday, 
Senator Byrd teid: 

It Is significant that his At- 
torney General should take issue 
with President Roosevelt, in such 
a manner as did Mr. Frank Mur- 
phy yesterday when he demanded 
a billion dollar cut in the public 
pay roll— federal, state and local 
—by a 25 per cent reduction in 
the number of government em- 
ployees. 

"This, Mr. Murphy says, can b? 
dbne without disturbing those 
government activities which 'pro- 
tect xxx the security of the peo • 
pie.' 

'Mr. Roosevelt has repeatedly 
said that no worthwhile federal 
economics were ^possible without 
eliminating surh functions of 
government. Given by Congress 
the power to reorganize the fed- 
eral agencies, the economics thus 
far effected by the President's re- 
organization orders have been so 
meager as to leave untouched the 
problem of eliminating waste in 
federal expenditures. 

"This forthright declaration 
coming from Mr. Murphy should 
give new impetus to the movement 
to eliminate federal extravagance 
as the first step toward a sound 
fiscal condition. 

"Four years of study as chair- 
man of a Senate committee to in- 
vestigate federal agencies and ex- 
penditures leads me to believe 
that Mr. Murphy is right. He is 
welcome to the ranks of economy 
advocates. When the personifica 
tion of the New Deal asserts 
hundreds of millions of dollars can 
be saved to the federal govern- 
ment without causing distress his 
voice should be heard."

'Many of these ex- 
perienced evil doers, however, 
have had their turn behind the 
bars. The first offender, more

'state grammar school for crim- 
inals,' the jails. What place could 
be more suitable for learning les- 
sons in viciojsness than in (he 
company of the idle vicious men 
who pass continually in and out 
of the county ~nd city jails? Six 
out of every ten have been there 
before." 

Dr. Flannagan adds: "These 
places now and for generations 
past have been in effect a series 
of official, "ix supported schools 
in opposition to our authorized 
educational institutions, our 
churches, our boy scout organiza- 
tions, and ether character build- 
ing agencies, most efficiently, 
making chicnic offenders out of 
mere beginners ji crime."

Saint Exuperys latest book, the 
American edition of which ap- 
peared only this week. Is remin- 
iscent of his long career in avia- 
tion. "Wind, Sand- and Stars" can 
be read as a fascinating book of 
ah- adventure and travel. It takes 
in its effortless stride France. 
Libya, the Sa.vara. South America 
and the civil war in Spain And 
the range of its moods is equally 
wide, from a dramatic description 
of his tortuous days spent In 
wandering futuely about the de- 
sert on foot, to a delightful ac- 
count of his dinner conversation 
with the two retiring and dis- 
dainful little girls in a crumbling 
South American home where the 
pet snakes came and went through 
a hole in the floor beneath the 
table. The book may, also, be read 
as an exciting portrayal of the 
craft of the air pilot: the men of 
the craft and their lives; what 
they do and think; the tool they 
use; and the elements they utilize 
or combat. 

But Saint Exupery does not 
write merely to glorify the guild 
of the pilot. And, while he is an 
excellent though naturally modest 
raconteur, his book is something 
more than entertainment for the 
earthbound. More than anything 
else it unfolds the creed of a man 
of great sensitivity who has lived 
through much of the machine age 
in the air, particularly one tenet 
of Saint Exupery's creed to which 
his whole book points and which 
he expresses with perfect facility 
in his clear, poetic style: that the 
machine has not degraded man, 
but has enlarged his horizon in- 
finitely; has given him the earth 
— wind, sand and stars— in its 
truer proportions, as he never 
knew it before.

WIND, SAND AND STARS 

By Antoine de Saint Exupery 
There are very few French 
aviators as distinguished as the 
tall, silent Antoine de Saint Ex- 
upery. Among the members of his- 
craft he has a reputation for al- 
most legendary bravery; in the 
wider, if more prosaic literary 
guild there is probably no one 
who writes about flying in his 
style, so strangely yet perfectly 
blended of vivid exactitude and 
poetic suppleness. 

In 1936 Saint Exupery enrolled 
as a student pilot with the com- 
pany, now Air France, operating 
the hazardous- mail line from 
Toulouse across the Pyrenees, the 
Mediterranean, and the Sahara 
to Dakar, in French West Africa 
Several years later he was one of 
a group of pioneers which built 
up the service from Buenos Aires 
to Europe, with its contributory 
lines leading down from Para- 
guay, up from Patagonia, and 
from across the Andes, in Chile. 
His South American service pro- 
vided Saint Exupery with the 
background and the theme for his 
brief, sensitive novel, "Vol de 
Nuit", written whUe he was still a 
pilot, which won for its author 
the Prix Pemina, to 1931. This 
epic of the heroic age of aviation, 
as Andre Gide has described it.

"Finding that the cow gave 
more milk than the family requir- 
ed, the minister sold the surplus. 
Inasmuch as he had not a dollar 
invested in the cow, that the feel, 
bedding and bam were furnished 
free, he readily saw that there was 
a big profit derived from the milk 
soM. He was mod able to lay up 
enough milk money to enable him 
l© turn snothw cow. Forgetting to 
tell the members of the church 
that he had Am second cow, he 
was able to get other friends to 
furnish additional hay, straw and 
feed the second cow needed and 
the fellow who allowed him the 
use of the barn also permitted him 
to keep the other cow there. 

"The preacher committed the 
error of arriving at the conclusion 
that the milkmen of the town 
were robbers. When he saw their, 
charging the prices they were 
getting he offered to sell milk at 
a slightly reduced price. He even 
preached a sermon on the crim? 
of profiteering. 

"One of the milkmen was a 
member of that church. When he 
saw them taking his sermon to 
heart and learned that his 
preacher was canvassing his cus- 
tomers to take milk from him and 
was telling his brethren how their 
milkman was robbing them, he 
got angry. 

"He sat down and figured out 
that he couldn't afford to buy 
cows, build barns, furnish hay 
and make delivery at the same 
price as could a competitor who 
didn't have a cent invested, got 
his feed and barn room for 
nothing and ha<* customers come 
after their in' Ik. 

"The milkman went to the mat 
on. the proposition. It didn't take 
him long to convince other mem- 
bers Of the congregation that the 
practice wasn't fair, especially 
when he backed his argument by 
letting them know that if it con 
tinued he would cease making his 
large yearly contribution to the 
church. Brother churchmen quit 
hauling hay to Ihe preacher's cow 
and the neighbor asked for barn 
rent. When that came about the 
preacher discovered that to buy 
everything made his expenses rue 
so high that, it didn't pay even 
to keep a cow to furnish milk for 
his own family. 

"There was" a perfect little 
Tennessee Valley Authority set- 
up. With the Federal Govern- 
ment furnishing everything, even 
to writing off a loss of $1,000,000 
In a single year, no private com- 
pany can compete with it any 
more than the regular milkman 
could compete with the preacher. '

Is Social Leadership, 
And Responsibility 



The power of creative leader- 
ship has not departed from busi- 
ness and isdiutry, believes Samuel 
N. Stevens, business psychologist 
of Northwestern University. 
"Neither ^an I accept the princi- 
ple," he writes in the current 
Rotarlan Magazine, "that exten- 
sive socialization of control will 
produce more in the long run in 
social outcomes for the workers of 
the United States as a whole." 

But he does hold that manage- 
ment should establish a worthy 
type of social leadership, uphold 
high social objectives, and accept 
social responsibilities for the wel- 
fare of its workers. 

"If these three social challenges 
are accepted," he predicts, "such 
leadership would eliminate indus- 
trial unrest by stablishing a new 
kind of partner hip between busi- 
ness and labor. It would create 
real security, not of social secur- 
ity numbers and unemployment 
insurance cards, but of program- 
med work. People would regain 
habits of self-reliance and self- 
sufficiency which anxiety and 
suffering have caused them tc 
lose . . . These tilings can come 
if business leaders accept the 
larger responsibilities inherent in 
their place in the economic sys- 
tem." 

Because industrial management 
would not voluntarily shoulder 
the burdens which such an out- 
look makes necessary, today it 
finds itself robbed of many tradi- 
tional prerogatives, he adds. 

A few years ago businessmen 
were able to dictate the conditions 
of work, rates of pay, hours of 
work, and whr should or should 
not be employed, but this if 
strikingly not true today, he 
points out. Th?re has been a flood 
of restrictive legislation, state and 
federal, wnich. for example

Vitamin A Is suggested by Uncle Sam as a preventive for "night 
Florida oranges are more famed for their Vitamin C 
ban Vitamin A, yet they are rich enough in the latter ele- 
to be considered a good source in bringing the vision back to 
normal and in aiding the eyes to become adapted speedily tea dim 
light. B seems to be a well established fact that the retina of the 
eye la soon affected when the human system suffers from the absence 
of vitamin A. The retina of the eye receives the Image formed by 
the lens which is the immediate instrument of sight, and connected 
to the brain by the optic nerve. "Side vision" is also seriously Im- 
paired by itamin A deficiency. This is the ability to see objects in 
daylight far to each side while the eye is focused straight ahead, al- 
though not so clearly. 

The sensitive eye is soon affected by the loss of bodily stores of 
Vitamin A. Government tests show that one subject reouired ten 
times as much light as normal to see in dim light at the end of 30 
days on a diet deficient in vtamn A, and that this same subject 
required ten thousand times as much light at the end of 43 days. 

Apparently Vitamin A furnishes the remedies if one eats oranges 
and drinks plenty of orange Juice. 

Government researches indicate that persons who do night driv- 
ing and experience unusual discomfort at approaching headlights may 
be victims of Vitamin A deficiency without realizing it, themselves 
Addition of an ample supply of oranges to the diet will do much to 
correct .this condition. Eggs, butter, cod liver oil. kale, parsley, 
peppers, spinach, sweet potatoes and turnip greens also are excellent 
sources of this Vitamin. 

THE HOT-OIL ACT 

The two branches of Congress appear to be agreed about extend- 
ing the "hot-oil" act. It prohibits Interstate shipment of oil produc- 
ed In violation of state laws, and the success of Ihe legislation in both 
Houses of Congress is accepted as conservation of a great national 
resource. The Act was originally passed in 1935 and has been twice 
extended, and the plan now is to give it three more years of life.

A rapid and adequate supply of 
I hot water is just as necessary to 

the family during the Summer 
months when the main heating 
plant is turned off as it is during 
Lf4f the Winter. For this reason a 
separate hot-water heater, or one 
that will function without putting 
in operation the entire heating 
system, is no longer regarded as a 
luxury. 

Hot-water heaters may be in- 
stalled with funds obtainable from 
qualified lending Institutions un- 
der the Modernization Credit Plan 
of the Federal Housing Adminis- 
tration. The two general classi- 
fications as applied to the many 
types of heaters are "direct" and 
"indirect." In the direct type the 
unit is devoted entirely to the 
^SsJieattng of hut Mater, while in the 
indirect type the hot water is a 
by-product of the regular heat- 
ing plant. 

Direct heaters can be obtained 
in types such as automatic unite 
requiring storage tanks, automatic 
units requiring no storage tanks, 
and honautomatlc units requiring 
storage tanks.

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The average annual fire loss in 
the United States due to defective 
chimneys and f lues^is above $25,- 
000,000, and many lives are lost 
in the some 32,000 fires taking 
lace In the country every year, 
according to an estimate of the 
Actuarial Bureau of the National 
Board of Fire Underwriters. 

There are eight common fac 
tors which contribute to faulty 
chimneys, according to some au- 
thorities: (1) Insufficient height, 
(2) omission of flue lining, (3) 
offsets and bends In the chimney. 
(4) improper installation of 
smoke pipe, (5) other openings 
into the chimney, (6) cover for 
clean-out door not tight, (7) Im- 
proper suplpore-^ofc^imney, and 
(8) improper laying of brick. 

Chimneys should be inspected 
at intervals by competent in- 
spectors.

RADIATOR SHIELD 

GROWING IN USE 



Concrete fence posts, grape 
arbor posts, mail-box standards, 
clothes-line posts and ornamental 
gate posts are permanent im- 
provements t*iat greatly enhance 
the value of farm property. 

AH these posts are made in 
practically the same manner. The 
main difference is the size and 
shape, which is determined by the 
mold. There are many different 
kinds of metal molds on the mar- 
ket. While posts made in metal 
molds win have truer shapes and 
smoother surfaces than those cast 
in wooden forms, the latter will 
give satisfactory results if care 
is taken in constructing the 
forms. All except round, half 
round, triangular, T, and other 
unusual shapes may be made 
easily in homemade wooden 
frames. 

The lumber used for forms 
should be sound, straight-grained 
and smooth on all sides that will 
come in contact with the con- 
crete. Two-inch material is used 
for the sides and end pieces and 
for the divider, if two posts are 
cast in a double mold. Triangular 
strips are tacked to the sides and 
divider to give the posts a neat 
appearance on the edges. Forms 
should be soaked with oil to pre- 
vent the boards from warping and 
the concrete from sticking. One- 
quarter-lnch rods should be locat 
ed Inside the post near each corn- 
er for reenforcing purposes. 

Posts at the end of the fence 
and gate posts are subject to 
heavy strain, and they must be 
larger and more heavily reenforc- 
ed than the others. Sometimes 
braces of concrete are used. 

Entrance posts are massive in 
order to give an impressive ap- 
pearance. On account of their size 
and weight, entrance and other 
large posts are usually built In 
place. A carefully excavated hole 
of three feet or more should serve 
as the form for the below-grade 
portion of the post. Concrete is 
poured into the hole, reenforce- 
ment rods which should extend 
from the top of the post to at 
least two feet below the ground 
are placed, forms above the 



for attaching wnes or gate, or for 
any other purpose, should be wen 
In the concrete.

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Attractive radiator shields, and 
ven concealed radiators that 
hide modestly behind decorative 
grilles, are growing in use in com- 
mercial and residential worlds.

Their covers direct the 
heat to the lower part of the room 
where it increases the comfort of 
the occupants and prevents 
wasteful high ceiling tempera- 
tures that cause excess fuel con- 
sumption. With the appearance 
of effective radiator shields and 
concealed heating, the radiatiAi 
system has stepped out of a rol? 
of mere utility and become a fac- 
tor in the mfciTbr oScorationsTrT 
many homes. 



Mo de r ni zation 
Program Extended 
For Two Yews 

For the next two years the 
building industry, home owners, 
and others may stUl benefit from 
the FHA-insured Modernisation 
Loan Plan (Tile I) because of new 
Federal legislation which goes in- 
to effect July 1. 1938. 

FHA will continue to insure 
modernization loans made by 
qualified lending institutions. But 
the new amendments to Title I 
of the National Housing Act 
change several details of the FHA 
plan. Industry and the public in 
general will probably be most in- 
terested in the maximum amount 
which may be borrowed and in 
i the number of years a- loan may 
run. 

The top loan is now $2,500. If 
the loan is to be used for altera- 
tions or repairs, the longest term 
is three years Both limits are in 
line with present lending practice. 
If the loan is to be used for con- 
structing a new residential or 
farm building, the term may be 
as long as 10 years. The longer 
term, however does not apply to 
loans for other new construction 
such as garages, wayside stands 
etc., which come under the three- 
year limit. 

Iasafsnce-Freailam Charge 

Another point of interest in the 
new amendments is the insur- 
ance-premium charge (% per 
cent on modernization loans and 
V 2 per cent if the loan is used for 
new residential construction). 
This charge Is to be borne by the 
lending institution and does not 
increase the cost of the loan to 
the borrower. The maximum fi- 
nance charge remains $5 per $100 
for modernization loans and $3.50 
per $100 for new residential con- 
struction under Title I. 

As in the past, modernization 
loans win be available to respon- 
sible prospects with good credit 
standing who wish to fix up their 
homes by making repairs or cer- 
tain "permanent' improvements. 
Renters, as well as owners, may 
modernize on this plan only if 
they hold sufficiently long leases. 

The borrower, of course, must 
have a regular income in addition 
to good credit standing, for these 
loans are "income payment" 
loans. However, the dealer or 
workman who contracts for the 
job Is not paid in installments. On 
the contrary, material and labor 
are paid for In cash with proceeds 
of the loan. The customer repays 
the lending institution in instal- 
ments which are figured accord- 
ing to his means. In this way the 
modernization-loan plan can turn 
many a prospect Into a "cash 
customer."

But this is not the worst of it During the 
leisure hours of the afternoon and after 
working hours at night, having no des irable 
place to go a large majority of these em- 
ployees congregate in and around these au 
tomobiles to carry on their daily social inter 
course. As these consist almost entirely of 
Negroes, who by nature are inclined to be 
somewhat boisterous, it is most obnoxious to 
nave them collected in groups around cars, on 
the sidewalks and even seated on the edges 
of the adjoining lawns. These conditions also 
exist on many of the cross streets between 
Atlantic and Pacific Avenues. 

Then too, Atlantic Avenue is one of three 
through streets in the Town and by virtue 
of the fact that the mam business area is 
located on it, it carries more that ninety per- 
^^eatrt of the traffic. During the summer 
months conditions become most congested 
and at times hazardous. For these reasons, 
all available space should be kept open in so 
far as possible to assist in the free move- 
ment of traffic during the summer season. 

However, reluctant the Town fathers and 
residents may be towards enactment of 
lim i t a tions and restrictions, it is inevitable 
that further and stricter restrictions must 
be enforced. 

Not as a solution but as a step toward 
that end, it might be feasible to place a 
limited time parking restriction on the con- 
crete roadway of the entire Atlantic Avenue 
from the north end to the south end during 
the peak months. This will, of course, be 
met with the question of ways and means of 
enforcement. This may not be so difficult 
as it might first seem. Confine the regular- 
ly employed officers to strictly police duties 
— employ special officers at nominal salaries, 
possibly college students who would like to 
spend the summer at Virginia Beach, assign 
them to no other duty than to check parking 
and to clear congestions when necessary. 
This would relieve to some extent the 
necessity of increasing the number of extra 
officers employed during the summer and 
with little increase of expenditure. 

Ways and means have been found to give 
regular employment to some in pvoniuiio 
essentia] so it seems that this would b 
possible. In any event, some stringent steps 
will soon have to be taken to obviate these 
conditions if they continue to grow as they 
have in the past few years.

In recent weeks attention has been turned 
by the law enforcement officers of the City 
of Richmond to the "number game", which 
has culminated in a grand jury investiga- 
tion. This, in all probability, was brought 
about by the initiation, agitation or investi- 
gation of the question By the Richmond 
News Leader. Considerable comment has 
been made editorially by the Press through- 
put the State on the subject. — — - 

Among those expressing their views was 
the Norfolk Ledger-Dispatch, at which time, 
it said that there was no more reason for a 
grand jury in Richmond than in Norfolk as 
every policeman should know of its opera 
tion, %. 

We know nothing of thr conditions in 
Richmond but will venture to say that the 
Ledger-Dispatch is correct in its assertion. 
In fact we go a bit furthei by saying the 
same to be true in every city, town and villa 
in these United States. 

But what sort of an investigation? An 
investigation to determine that there is a 
"number racket" when every one from the 
humblest bootblack to the highest local of- 
ficial is cognizant of and almost daily sees 
the 'game* participated in on every street 
corner.

The introductions are varied 
for we find ourselves anywhere 
North, Sooth. Bast, or West, and 
Immediately feci the atmosphere 
of that particular locality. Local 
color is so forceful, so clearly 
drawn that the impression is 
strong and lasting. O Henry's 
stories of New York paint pictures 
which to many are as forceful 
as the lengthiest novels of Dick- 
ens or Thackery. This gift of our 
author has been compared to 
Conrad's power in painting Matey, 
or to Ripling'5 In calling forth 
India. 

Yet this plsy of local color or 
geography so vividly and skillfully 
portrayed Is only a minor part— 
the core of the story deals with 
the geography of human nature 
Often we have heard the old 
maxim: It is not the dress that 
counts but the girl who is in it. 
So it is with O Henry's narratives 
It is not the dress of local color 
that is lasting but the human be- 
ings who make the story. The 
Nature of Man remains the same 
the world ovei, so we are able to 
change the New York avenues tr> 
his settings to the Main Street in 
any little Southern town and the 
story remains unchanged. There 
fore human understanding rises 
above the coat of local color. 

And the story itself. 

Here O Henry Is truly American 
for his motto seems: "Get the 
effect and get it in the quickest 
possible way." Life is too short to 
waste on adjectives so O Henry 
used verbs and his stories move 
with swiftness *nd effect. 

His plots arc anecdotal, for they 
seem a development of an incident 
rather than a long series of 
events. He makes a "Bee line" 
from his introduction to his con- 
clusion and we are not side- 
tracked along the way with un- 
necessary details. This directness- 
and clearness with the addeo 
power of suspense is one reason 
for the popularity of his stories. 

The plots are clear-cut, not a 
word wasted, yet there is beauty 
to be found deep rooted In th? 
characters themselves. They give 
us sympathy, understanding, 
friendship. What virtues are 
more appealing? 

It is interesting to note that C 
Henry gathered vast material for 
his narratives while serving a term 
in prison. Here the men exchanged 
odd tales and experiences. Prom 
thse our writer sent out to the 
world his work;, filled with humor 
—the kind that smiles at Life 
through tears. 

These plots furnished by the 
inmates of the prison opened a 
new field for story tellers and 
dramatists, o Henry's "A Re- 
trieved Reformation" Was dra- 
matized and traduced on the 
stage! All recall "Alias Jimmy 
Valentine" and its tremendous 
success. Thu* was the beginning 
of the craze for stories and plays 
dealing with crooks. 

This period of the author's 
life which was spent by writing 
continuously and laboriously 
proved conductive instead of 
destructive. Alphonso Smith, in 
his biography of the man, states 
that these years proved the writ- 
er's transfiguration and hereafter 
O Henry wov.Jd leave the fiel d of 
journalism, wiui its squibs and 
jests, and enter the field of li-

OUR HUNCH 

"You're a tattle-tale." 
"You're ten times worse and 
you can't say it back!'' 

These boyhood expressions came 
to mind when we read the Pres- 
ident's speech to the retailers 
Monday, as he opened his ad- 
dress by referring to his admin- 
istration as being a "conserva- 
tive" one and terming his critics 

"radical." It is the same old boy- 
hood game of "ten times worse", 
and using the strategy of offense 
as a defense. 

Mr. Roosevelt can defend his 
humanitarian projects; the agri- 
cultural land conservation pro- 
gram; the Civilian Conservation 
Corps; the Social Security leg- 
islation as such; but we can not 
follow in his present program of 
continued pump priming. By ex- 
perience alone a further pursuit, 
of this policy will bring this na- 
tion closer to $nhncial uncer- 
tainty. Because we do not agree 
frrtth mdre governmental pump 
priming and deficit spending we 
are, according to Mr. Roosevelt, 
"actually the wild-eyed radicals 
in our midst, because despite pro- 
vide failures, they want to gamble 
on their own hunch once more." 
The President's charge may be 
returned by his critics In a "ten 
times worse" manner 

Let us turn to the record: Fol- 
lowing inauguration in 1933 Mr. 
Roosevelt faced a chaotic financi- 
al condition and acted promptly 
with the bank holiday, restored 
confidence, reassured business 
large and small, reduced expenses 
and reduced unemployment from 
13,000,000 to 10,000,000. Private 
business was absorbing the un- 
employed as quickly as possible. 
This lasted four months until 
July when he began the pump 
priming and ^government spend- 
ing program, .vhich has continued 
for almost six years. Did he play 
a hunch? 

The national debt has been in- 
creased to 40 billion dollars, the 
highest point in all history, and 
amounts to two-thirds of" the 
annual income. The current an- 
nual deficit has reached an all 
time high in peace-time history. 
Federal tax receipts have in- 
creased two and a half times 
more than they were in the be- 
ginning of the spending orgy. 
They are 10,000,000 unemployed, 
the same number as in July 1933. 
W. P. A. has reached Its peak and 
31,300,000 persons are receiving 
public relief ' according to the 
Social Securuy Board. 

The Winchester Star points out 
that: "The League of Nations' 
monthly bulletin of statistics 
placed the recovery of the Unit- 
ed States (based on the 1925 
level) as the lowest of 20 nations, 
with 64 pei- cent recovery as com- 
pared to 113 per cent to the 
United Kingdom, and ?8 per cent 
in France. 

Has deficit snending stimulat- 
ed business expansion? The fin- 
ancing of now capital issues—a 
certain index of business expan- 
sion—shows fhfit in 1928, 75 per 
cent of all c«u'tal issues for that 
year was for private business and 
25 per cent for government agen- 
cies. In 1938, ten years later, 79 
per cent of new capital issues wa? 
for government agencies and onlv 
21 per cent for private business 
In 1929 about 29 per cent of al! 
bonds held by the banks were 
government, now 57 per cent are 
Federal bonds." 

Deficit spending evidently has 
not done the jcb after a six year 
trial. We must turn to other 
methods. Obviously we can not 



continue to overspend our in- 
come. According to our limited 
knowledge of economics we most 
look forward to a balanced bud- 
get, a stable fiscal policy, which 
will inspire confidence in private 
capital. The prosperity of this 
nation was built by private cap- 
ital and by o^st experience we 
must look to this source in the 
present situation. We have tried 
the President's hunch, we would 
like for him to try our hunch. 



SPENDING DRUNK MUST END 



In a recent address, Senator 
Pat Harrison made this very apt 
observation on present day gov- 
ernment fiscal policy: "I received 
a postal card the other day, and 
penciled on it was this wholesome 
expression: 'You can no more 
spend yourself into prosperity 
than you can drink yourself 
sober.' That fellow had some* 
thing. While I have never been so 
unfortunate as to visit one of the 
Keeley institutions, I am told 
that the practice to effect the 
cure is to make the patient sick 
at first by too much drink and 
then to continue the treatment by 
a gradual tapering off into so- 
briety. We have experienced in 
Washington an excess of the in- 
itial treatment. The time is ripe 
for tapering off." 

Certainly the theory that it la 
possible to spend a nation into 
prosperity has been thoroughly 
exploded by now. We have tried 
it for seven years, and basic con- 
ditions are about as bad now as 
they were at the worst of depres- 
sion, and unemployment about as 
high. And the hard facts, gath- 
ered from generations of exper- 
ience, demonstrate conclusively 
that a debt-ridden and tax-rid- 
den nation Is likewise a depres- 
sion-ridden nation. 

Senator Byrd of Virginia, an- 
other Congressional advocate of 
economy and fiscal sanity, re- 
cently said, "We have never en- 
joyed prosperity or substantial 
business expansion when the total 
tax collections — local,, state and 
national— exceeded 12 per cent 
of the national income." Today 
something over 20 per cent of our 
national income is being collected 
in taxes. And 30 per cent of our 
national income is being spent by 
government, the difference being 
represented by deficits which are 
added to our all-time-high public 
debt. 

We can have economy when 
the people really want it— when 
selfish sectional interests which 
demand more and more money for 
their projects see the folly of their 
ways. The nation is heading for 
tax delirium tremens unless it 
tapers off soon.

HOW ABOUT YOU? 

Twenty-five per cent of th«j 
people think they pay no tax, ac- 
cording to a recent poll conduct- 
ed by the American Institute of 
Public Opinion. The study is 
significant in that most peopia 
who earn incomes of 520 or less 
per week think they pay no form 
of tax; and the other significant 
point is that Democrats are less 
tax conscious than are Republi- 
cans. Probably people who do not 
pay Federal Income tax, nor 
property tax. take for granted 
that they pay no tax. This is a 
very erroneous impression. As has 
been stated to these columns 
often before, every commodity 
bought carries an indirect tax 
which In some cases accounts for 
the greater pert of the cost and 
to all cases is included to the 
cost. Cbsoltoe, tobacco, and 
other so-called luxury commodi- 
ties bear very heavy taxes. With 
out tax cigarettes would cost four 
cents instead of ten cents, and 
gasoline would sell for IS cents in- 
stead of 21 cents. We are safe In 
saying to every purchase price a 
certain portion of tax is repre- 
sented. It is estimated that a 
person earning $20 per week pays 
to taxes more than $100 per year. 
There Is a definite relation be- 
tween taxes and politics. Demo- 
crats are lew tax conscious, and 
in turn are more in favor of pre- 
sent governmental policies. "Vot- 
ers who look upon themselves as 
taxpayers favoi President Roose- 
velt by a small majority, whereas 
those who say they pajrno-taxes 
approve overwhelmingly of him as 
President today." In other words 
the person who knows he Is pay- 
tog the "freight" on many of the 
present experiments of govern- 
ment has arrivr.d at the time 
when he is seeking a more con- 
servative policy for government. 
The person who thinks he is not 
paying for the experiments of 
government and in many cases 
thinks he is the beneficiary of th* 
experiment is overwhelmingly in 
favor of Its champion. 

A bill is befoie Congress now to 
widen the tax base, by reducing 
the income exemptions for single 
per sens and for married persons 
This will bring direct taxes of the 
federal government to the atten- 
tion of thousands of citizens who 
now think they do not pay taxes 
It will tend to make the general 
public tax conscious. We favor 
this bill for this very reason. Debt 
is being piled ,ip to this nation to 
an alarming extent. As long as a 
majority of tht people are not tax 
conscious there will be no return 
to sane financial policies, proba- 
bly until it is too late to make 
amends.

Mapp has written the U. S. 
Bureau of Fisheries in Washing- 
ton to ask thai Virginia be in- 
cluded in a proposed federal 
survey of game fish habitats off 
the Atlantic coast. 

Federal officials said a com- 
mercial trawler would be donated 
the bureau by the General Ben 
Foods corporation of Boston and 
remodeled with an allotment of 
$125,000 from the Public Works 
Administration. Secretary Ickes 
said the research would be started 
"because of the. growing interest 
of the Atlantic seaboard states in 
the conservation of the fisher 
wealth In the sea on which so 
many of its citizens depend." 

The Virginia Commission began 
deep-sea research shortly after 
Mapp to>k over administration 
of the body. Lack of sufficient 
funds has prohibited an exhau- 
stive survey up until this time, 
Commissioner Mapp said, but the

The debates rang with denunciations of the Mexican confisca- 
tions of farm lands and oil lands. The Mexican Government was 
lashed by Senators because it would make no promises to settle for 
confiscated farms until last year. The refusal of Mexico to make even 
*•* doubtful promises with regard to oil lands was condemned as a viola- 
tion of international law and common honesty. Senators appeared 
well agreed that the buying of silver fattened the Government treas- 
ury in Mexico City. One newspaper editorial incorporated in the Rec- 
ord, denied that America had a moral right to "turn the other cheek," 
and said that what really was needed in its place was "a swiftly ad- 
ministered kick" as "the right gesture." # 

It was pretty hard for any of the Senators to defend foreign 
ailver purchases, in view of the fact that these purchases have un- 
questionably demoralized the currency structure in China. 

Administration leader Senator Berkley was forced to confess: "I 
do not condone that treatment of American ownership of oil lands, 
leases and properties In Mexico." He hoped that if the oil controver- 
sies were settled in the Interest of American owners that "the value 
to the American people would be infinitely more than anything we 
are paying Mexico for silver at the market price." He declared that 
the United States is endeavoring to uphold the stability of Mexico 
as a matter of "self-defense," and said that an approach was being 
made for "an amicable advantageous settlement of that controversy." 
fte thought that the road to peace and the end of Mexican confisca- 
tions was being paved by the foreign silver purchases. The Senate 
grasped at the Leader's straw of hope. 

Thus, the President won, while the Silver Senators captured the

When it is necessary to 
paint plaster upon completion of 
a building, it is advisable to use 
cold water paint which to obtain- 
able In various colors. All plaster 
walls, after being thoroughly 
dried, should receive a coat of siz- 
mg before application of oil paint 
or wallpaper . 



Q. The front-door sill has worn 
so that air and even rain come 
Into the house. What can be done 
to correct thli? 

A. Either replace the worn sill 
with a new one or Install a metal 
under the door over the 
pre sen t sill and weatherstrip the 
bottom of the door.

Q. How to clothing mothproofed? • 

A. By spraying it with a mothprooftng solution which rmkes it 
distasteful and inedible to moths. First brash the clothing well, then 
it very thoroughly. Co not overlook a spot and don't forget seams 
and folds, the under surface of collars, under buttons, 
and in pockets. Every thread must be covered Blan- 
kets, sweaters and other easily washable wools can 
he immersed (or rinsed) in a solution of a mothproof- 
ing compound available for that purpose. Mothproofed 
clothing need not be stored out of the reach of moths. 
It may hang in a closet or lie in s drawer or on a shelf. 
Q. How are wools fumigated * 
A. Bj the use of a fumigar.* Fumigants are 
usually either paradkhlorobensene or naphthalene, 
and are sold as such or under brand names. They give 
off fumes that kill moths at ail stages, provided the 
fumes are strong enough and the moths are exposed 
to the fumes long enough.

Types of Materials Are Varied 

With Selection of Finishes 

To Choose From 



Home owners taking advantage 
of the National Housing Act to 
modernize and repair their prop- 
erties should give due considera- 
tion to floors. Too great care can- 
not be given \o the selection of 
materials and workmanship in 
laying and finishing this part of 
the house. 

, Generally speaking, hardwood 
floors are intended to be finished 
to display the natural beauty of 
the texture and grain of the wood. 
A transparent finish is common- 
ly used to permit the natural 
beauty of hardwood to remain 
visible, while in other cases the 
floor is stpineu to obtain desirei 
interior decoiative effects. 

Softwood floors are sometimes 



given a natural or stained finish 
to display the patterns made by 
the alternating bands of spring 
wood and summerwood growth. 
Often softwood floors are painted 
or covered with carpets or used as 
a base floor for other types of 
flooring materials. 

Hardwoods Used 

Among the hardwoods most 
commonly used for flooring are 
white oak, rei oak, hard maple, 
birch and beech. The ring-porous 
growth of oak gives beautiful 
textural and grain effects to 
plain-sawed flooring while the 
"silver flakes" on the surface of 
quarter-sawed white oak flooring 
are highly prlrtd for their beauty 
and charming effects. Hard 
maple, birch and beech are very 
fine-textured hardwoods of ex- 
ceptionally slow-wearing qualities 
and desired for their simplicity of 
coloring. 

Douglas fir, southern yellow 
pine, hemlock, white pine, ponti- 
osa pine, and larch are among 
the most comn>onIy used sou 
woods used for flooring. The soft- 
woods do not have textural pat- 
terns of pores, as in the case of 
cak, but derive their grain effect 
from the harder, denser summer- 
wood which offers contrasting

The new regulations, Mr. Mc- 
Donald pointed out, assure con- 
tinuation of the liberalized home- 
financing program begun to Feb- 
ruary last year under the Nation- 
al Housing Act amendments of 
1938. 

These include insurance of 
loans up to 90 per cent of the ap- 
praised value of newly construct- 
ed pr ope r t ie s ^trd the 25-year re 
payment period, both of which 
have been important factors in 
the revival of home building dur- 
ing the past yen J. 

Under the new rules, the FHA's 
authority to insure mortgages on 
existing construction Is extended 
until July 1, 1941. This previous- 
ly had been scheduled to expir* 
July 1 of this year. 

Rules Reach Lenders 

The new rules and regulations 
went out to approximately 12,000 
banks and other lending institu- 
tions who have been approved by 
the FHA for the originating of 
insured-mortgage loans. They 
reached these mortgagees in 
plenty of time to obviate any sus- 
pension in ihe large volume of 
home financing which is being 
negotiated under the FHA plan. 

At the same time, lending Insti- 
tutions started making loans for 
the repaid and modernization of 
properties under the new rules 
and regulation; of Title 1 of the 
National Housing Act. 

Principal Change

ties is the iinouiit of the loan in-

Reproductions of Many 
Classic Types Made 

Period flooring designs, repre- 
senting either adaptations or 
faithful reproductions, of many 
classic examples are now avail- 
able and may be installed In the 
home. 

One style which may find con- 
siderable favor in American 
homes is that, termed "Colonial 
decking"— Thesis . solid board 
floors are rough cast and of 
random widths. The manufactur- 
ers say they are faithful re-crea 
tions of the floors in Queen 
Elizabeth's banquet hall. Natural 
variations in texture and tone 
have been retained, while patches 
and plugs, with or without crack 
lines, have been studiously ire- 
produced. 

Much of .he same effect Is ob- 
tained in a style called "laminated 
Colonial flooring," which is made 
of three-ply quartered or plain 
white oak, with each layer held 
securely to place by special water- 
proof hydroplane glue, thus in- 
suring a uniformly smooth sur- 
face. Besides oak, the surfaces are 
available in walnut, teak, and 
other foreign and domestic woods. 

A true Georgian design and one 
said to be an exact replica of the 
parquerty floors in Thomas Jef- 
ferson's historic mansion is the 
"Monticello pattern." It is pro- 
duced to burl or striped walnut 
in curly or rift-san oak, and in 
many other impressive combina- 
tions of woods.

Pollution and the lack of suf- 
ficient sales promotion are com- 
bining to destroy the profit to the 
VsVsJnia oyster industry, Com- 
missioner of Fisheries O. Walter 
Mapp told the jcint annual con- 
vention of three oyster growers' 
associations Wednesday to New 
York City. 

Citing a decline of 53 per cent 
in the industry from 1W0 to \9$ 
in the Oil Dominion, Mr. Mapp 
expressed the belief that "any 
business that give volume and 
money return. Is diminishing at 
any such rate, is sick." Mapp 
spoke at the Hotel Pennsylvania 
to members of the Oyster Growers 
and Dealers Association of Nortn 
America, the National Shellfish - 
eries Association, and the Oyster 
Institute of North America. 

"In Virginia we have been la- 
boring under the handicap of the 
dread and fear by consumers of 
pollution," the Commissioner told 
his hearers. "Until the sewage 
problem is successfully solved *n 
Virginia (let us hope, by compul- 
sory legislative enactment in 
1940) the oyster business will be 
carrying around its neck the 
dead man of the sea.' "

Investigation dees not seem to dis- 
close any reason nor by whose permission 
these trees were being removed but only 
that they are being transplanted to private 
grounds. 

Permission was obtained to plant these 
trees from the Town Council — they were don- 
nated to the Town and planted on Town prop- 
erty. If for any reason it has become neces- 
sary to move them, it seems at least that 
they should be transplanted to other Town 
properties to further carry out the purposes 
for which they were donated and not be ap- 
propriated to individual uses. 

However, it seems to be the accustomed 
practice to appropriate Town properties as 
individual convenience requires. Sidewalks 
disappear — when, where, how or why? No- 
body knows. Trees disappear — when, where, 
how or why? Nobody knows. Confiscated 
properties disappear from the jail — when, 
where, how or why? Nobody knows. Town 
equipment is used for private purposes such 
as moving houses without permission — Why ? 
Nobody knows. Who is responsible? No- 
j body knows. 

Certainly someone should be responsible; 
if not—a custodian should be named who 
would be held accountable for the taxpayer's 
property or we might hear of figuratively 
speaking, of the Town jail being used as a 
chicken coop and the fire engines water- 
ing private lawns. 



A POOR MEASURE 



Recently the A. B. C. Board announced 
salary cuts for employees in a number of 
State liquor stores. It was stated that 
these cuts were necessitated by the decrease 
in business in these particular stores. At the 
same time, it was set out that salaries were 
paid to employees on a basis of the number 
of bottles handled by his particular store. 

It was thought by the people of the State 
of Virginia that when they voted for the 
Abolition of prohibition and the inauguration 
of the State controlled dispensary, that they 
were doing so in the furtherance of temper- 
ance and law enforcement. 

With the restoration of the legal sale of 
alcoholic beverages certain restrictions and 
regulations were thrown around the sale of 
the same. Among these were, who could 
buy; how much they could buy; when they 
could buy and no salesmanship could be 
practiced, either among the producers or 
Chose employed in dispensing. However, 
with this prohibition as to application of 
Ability of salesmanship, the employee's salary 
is regulated according to the number of 
bottles the store in which he is employed dis 
penses and then he is subject to transfer at 
any time from a store handling a large vol- 
ume to one handling a small volume at the 
will of the Board. 

Major S. Heth Tyler, former and first 
chairman of the Board, states in defense of 
the method of regulation of salaries that it 
was adopted because "the board wanted ap 
unusual high type of clerk * * * as they have 
to act in a semi-judicial capacity and have to 
exercise a discretion that an ordinary sales- 
man is not called upon to use." We are in full 
accord with Major Tyler in this opinion. But 
what we don't understand is why doesn't the 
man in the 5,000 bottle per month store have 
to use the same discretion as the man in the 
20,000 bottle per month store? The man in 
the small store puts in the same number of 
hours as the one In the large store. The 
man in the small store handles just as many 
bottles as the man in the large store as the 
number of employees allotted per store is 
likewise based on the number of bottles 
handled. 

It was understood that this State enter- 
prise was not to be a profit-seeking advent- 
ure but we read annually of the million 
reaped from the sales. 

Instead of deploring the decrease in sales 
and for this reason the cutting of salaries, 
we should be rejoicing in the news that sales 
are decreasing — maintain the salaries out of 
the unasked for profits and thereby main- 
tain the high standards of personnel sought 
by the original Board. Under the present 
scale these employees are none too well paid 
How. It is thought the most equitable basis 
would be that each man be paid the same 
salary based on his rating, regardless of the 
volume handled by the store to which he is 
assigned. Particularly is this true when he 
is subject to transfer at the will of (he 
Board.

THE A. B. C. OF DEMOCRACY 



The manager of the Suffolk A. B. C. store 
has been suspended by the managing board 
for insubordination. This insubordination 
consisted of offering suggestions for, what in 
the mind of this manager, was a betterment 
of the service of the bureau. A bureau, which 
is autocratic in its functionings, as bureaus 
become when they have delegated powers to 
promulgate rules and regulations to their 
likings, as the occasion might seem fit. 
When dealing with such autocratic bureau- 
cracy, one never knows where he stands, 
whether he be employee or private indiv- 
idual. 

The Board has made no explanatory state- 
ment for its action and there may be other 
just causes behind it — but until they do — 
they stand condemned in the public eye. 

What private corporation, large or small, 
would not welcome suggestions from the 
humblest employee for the improvements in 
operation, whether or not it be practicable or 
acceptable. Some of the greatest inventions 
and improved methods of business have been 
advanced by the lowly mind. 

It so happens that this employee, guilty of 
insubordination because he ventured to ex- 
press an opinion, was at one time a very 
successful business man, probably more so 
than any member of this most astute Board, 
but like many others far more successful, he 
has suffered financial adversities from a de- 
pression which was possibly partly brought 
about by such autocratic bureaucracus. 

Starting again from the bottom, having 
been tutored by experiences in successes and 
adversities, he offers a suggestion in an 
effort to build, not only his position but that 
of fellow employees, only to be submerged by 
this bureaucracy. 

This is nearly an example of what hap- 
pened to a bureau employee but the principle 
is applicable to private enterprises and until 
we go back to the A. B. C. principles of demo- 
cracy and shake off the shackles of bureau- 
cracies, we will never again see a true demo- 
cracy and real prosperity.

WHO IS RESPONSIBLE? 



Several years ago there was in existence 
at Virginia Beach an organization known as 
the Women's Municipal League, now in- 
active, which composed of many outstanding 
Civic minded women of the Town.

Visitors to National Parks throughout the 
country resent the "pay-as-you-use," rule 
that has gone into effect. Included in the 
mandate is the new, but famous Skyland 
Drive through the Shenandoah National 
Park in Virginia, where the fee for a car%ill 
be 25 cents for a single trip, with some of 
the outlets closed. Charges run as high as 
three dollars in the Carlsbad Caverns Na- 
tional Park in New Mexico. Also among these 
Parks, for which entrance fees are charged, 
is our own Seashore State Park at Cape 
Henry and it is now closed to travel during 
these summer months when most in demand. 

The Interior Department says that the 
new program has been decided upon in order 
to make the parks less of a burden to the 
taxpayers— although the taxpayers are the 
ones that furnished the money to open the 
parks. There are indications that these 
fees, even though they are moderate, will 
curtail the amount Of travel in the parks and 
reduce the Summer vacations of many 
people. 



TAXATION— NOT A RACE 

The time seems to be rapidly passing when 
those who used to point to the English as a 
group with a higher tax burden than ours 
will have any cause for satisfaction. 

Though it was hollow comfort at best to 
know that others were having more trouble 
than we were/ it has now been definitely 
proved that there is increasingly less truth 
to the claim. 

A recent study proves this by tracing the 
relative growth of taxes in the United King- 
dom and the United States. Starting in 1913, 
they have risen 430 per cent in 4he ease of 
the Kingdom, and 640 per cent in the case oi 
our own country,

One gathers from Major Ander- 
son's somewhat rambling, not al- 
together logical and often choleric 
discussion of the Philippine prob- 
lem that the forty years which he 
has. spent in the islands "con- 
trolling various business enter- 
prises" have rather distorted his 
perspective. There is little which 
has transpired in the Philippines, 
or in Congress affecting them, 
during this time which commands 
the major's hearty respect. He 
thinks it was a mistake for us to 
take over the islands and, baring 
taken them over "gratuitously", 
we should have given them their 
independence immediately. We 
have done practically nothing to 
put the Filipinos on their own 
legs economically, and our infre- 
quent-efforts in this direction, in- 
spired by "namely pamby" Ideal- 
ism,' have only penalized those 
few "audacious" Americans in the 
islands who have tried to extend 
the commerce of the United 
States. We have dissipated much 
sentimental energy in our at- 
tempts to instill a love for our 
own political principles in a peo- 
ple congenltally unfit to enjoy 
democratic privileges, led by in- 
dividuals whose uative oriental 
cunning enables them to defeat 
our desire to establish decent self- 
government. Furthermore, main- 
taining our sovereignty over the 
Philippines has, allegedly, been 
costing us no less than a hundred 
million a year. 

Major Anderson is scarcely less 
gloomy about the future of the 
Philippines. Left to themselves, as 
to most intents and purposes they 
are now, the Filipinos will be un- 
able to stave off anarchy. That, 
however, seems not to be the 
worst that is in store for them. 
Backed by the Tokyo Govern- 
ment, presumably, the thirty to 
fifty thousand Japanese in the 
Philippines are already in posses- 
sion of choice bits of the islands 
and are fast coming to dominate 
its commercial life. Moreover, if 
the utterances of Japanese offic- 
ials are to be taken at their face 
value Japan will extend her sov- 
ereignty over the archipelago as 
soon as we have withdrawn ours. 
This seems to be inevitable in the 
major's view and, he suggests, in 
that of many Filipinos who are" 
hastening to cultivate the Jap- 
anese and to ape them In various 
ways. 

Nevertheless, the author seems 
to approve the suggestion made 
by our High Commissioner, Paul 
McNutt, in his radio address in 
March, 1938 and again at the In- 
stitute of Public Affairs, that, to 
the light of recently changed 
conditions in the Far East, the 
whole question of Philippine in- 
dependence be reexamined real- 
istically. 

That the author seems to anti- 
cipate, as a result of this realistic 
reexamination little more than a 
prolongation of the period during 
which the Philippines may serve 
as a sort of oriental paradise for 
our "audacious" commercial ad- 
venturers; that he has some 
father ugly plausibilities atjout 
our administration of the islands 
to present; and that he presents 
them in so choleric a manner ma y 
somewhat tax the reader's pa- 
tience and good humor. There is, 
however, some satisfaction to be 
derived from looking ugly plau- 
sibilities squarely in the eye.

lt's about time the old, fallaci- 
ous argument that "chain stores 
are driving the independent mer- 
chants out of business" was re- 
legated to the obscurity where it 
belongs. For, as the statistics 
prove, progressive Independent 
store owners have thrived in the 
face of chain competition — and 
it's an insult to their abilities and 
intelligence to say they can't 
meet it. 

The years from 1929 to 1935 
were years of deep depression. 
Yet, according to U. S. Govern- 
ment figures, the number of in- 
dependent stores increased by al- 
most 100,000 in that length of 
time. And, going by the latest 
complete figures available, inde- 
pendent stores do close to 75 per 
cent of all our retail trade. 

Local studies have been made 
in 453 typical American commu- 
nities — ranging in size from ham- 
let to metropolis — to find out just 
how independent stores, and in 
some cases more, in proportion to 
population than there were before 
chains existed. 

This doesn't mean independent 
stores don't fail. Thousands of 
them do each year — and so do 
many chain systems. And the rea- 
son for failure, believe it or not, 
is rarely competition. According 
to the U. S. Chamber of Com- 
merce, 37.2 per cent of retail fail- 
ures are due to insufficient cap- 
ital; 31.4 per cent to incompe- 
tence; 15.8 per cent to such exi- 
gencies as flood and other natural 
disasters; 4.9 per cent to inex- 
perience — and only 3.9 per cent 
to competition! It doesn't take an 
economist to realize that the un- 
derfinanced, Inexperienced ana 
inefficient store isn't long for this 
world — irrespective of whether 
chains operate in its locality or 
not. 

Smart independents give the 
chains many a headache, by putt- 
ing into effect novel selling ideas, 
personalizing service, and think- 
ing up new attractions for the 
consumer. The independent store 
operator is far from being the 
stupid oaf, bewildered and fright- 
ened by competition, the politi- 
cians would have you believe.

HEALTH NOTES 



PREVENT SUMMER BROWN- 
INGS 

"It is highly significant that 
each summer there always are a 
number of expert swimmers who 
drown. Overestimating their 
power, they venture farther from 
shore than the lew capable, or 
swim in hazardous waters, fre- 
quently alone, and pay for their 
folly with their lives. Swimming 
around ocean piers and going be- 
yond the safety lines at beaches 
account for many of such fatali- 
ties. A comparable imprudence is 
displayed by those persons who, 
unable to swim, or whose swim- 
ming ability is limited, rock small 
boats or canoes, capsize the craft, 
and fall helplessly in deep water." 
states Dr. I. C. Riggln. Commis- 
sioner of Health. 

"The annual lorn through 
drowning of seven thousand lives 
m the United States represents a 
strong indictment against the In- 
difference, thoughtlessness, and 
carelessness of a fair proportion 
of those who seek recreation in or 
on the water. To this large and 
needless casually list must be 
added many thousands more who, 
by luck, by the skill of compan- 
ions, or by the impressive work of 
lifeguards, are rescued from 



"Deep water, therefore, should 
be approached by both the ex- 
pert and the ordinary swimmer 
with due respect. And this In- 
junction applies a hundredfold to 
those who, under the enthusiasm 
of the moment, are prone to cut 
up in small craft. 

"Certain basic safety rules, if 
universally oUerved, would dras- 
tically reduce the yearly lorn of 
life attributable to drowning: 

"First, no one should enter the 
water Immediately after meal a. 
Cramps In the stomach, which 
frequently paralyze, may be the 
penalty. Helplessness from thb 
cause can and often does spell 
sudden death. Prudence demands 
that two hours elapse before one 
enters deep water after a meal. 

"Second, no one should swim 
alone far from shore. Real experts 
never take this risk— they are In- 
variably accompanied by a boat. 
Even solitary swimming In deep 
water close to shore is hazardous. 

"Third, if overheated or ex- 
hausted after violent exercise, one 
should take time out to cool and 
rest. Under *'l circumstances, it 
is wise to enter cold water gra- 
dually. The shock to the heart of 
the cold plunge is thus definitely 
limited. A heart shock caused by 
a cold plunge can take the form 
of stomach cramps, with all the 
helplessness that goes with them. 

"Fourth, one should quit the 
water as soon as he feels chilled. 
Muscular cramps, while actually

Frutt crops generally made fav- 
j r og r e ss during June al- 
though in a few sections dry 
weather retarded growth. 

The prospects for apples are 
slightly better than last year but 
for peaches and pears the prod- 
uction will be less than In 1939 
Growers reported apples at 49 
percent of a full crop compared 
with 43 percent last year and 47 
percent the 10-year average. No 
forecast of production will be 
made until August. Conditions 
were favorable in meat sections 
for the growth of apples during 
June, although a few areas were 
needing rain badly. The crop is 
reported to be of good quality and 
size. In some sections of Albe- 
marle and Nelson Counties there 
was considerable hail damage 
The greatest increase as compared 
with last year is reported from 
the Piedmont and Roanoke dis- 
tricts, while many areas in the 
North Valley, which is the prin- 
cipal producing section, wtil have 
a smaller crop than last year. 

The July 1 condition of apples 
in the 38 states having commer- 
cial production was 84 percent, 
I compared with 53 percent on the 
same date mat year and the 10- 
year (1938-37) average of 57 
percent. Prospects are relatively 
favorable in commercial apple 
areas in nearly all sections of the 
country except the South Central. 
Prospects for peaches are better 
than reported a month ago. and 
production is now estimated at 
990,000 bushels, compared with 
1,181,000 bushels last year and 
885,000 bushels, the 10-year aver- 
age. Peaches made favorable 
growth during June and present 
conditions point to a commercial 
crop of good size and quality. Ip 
farm orchards and in the com- 
mercial district of Nelson Coun- 
ty, and in parts of Augusta Coun- 
ty the crop is quite light, but in 
the Crozet section of Albemarle 
and in the Roanoke area and the 
Timberville section of Rocking- 
ham County growers are expecting 
good crops, altzjough somewhat 
less than last year. For the Unit- 
ed States the production of 
peaches on the basis of the July

Grape production is estimated 
to be 3,999 tons compered with 
2,000 tons last year and 2,280 
tons, the 19-year average. Late 
frosts caused some damage in a 
few areas. Production of grapes

Service. The principal changes 
sre increases of 46 percent for 
barley; 29 percent for rye; 10 per- 
cent for oats; 20 percent for flue- 
cured tobacco; 7 percent for sun- 
cured tobacco; 10 percent for al- 
falfa hay; and 10 percent for 
leapedesa. The only major crops 
showing decreases are wheat, 
which is 10 percent less than last 
year and eowpeas, » percent lew 
Weather conditions during the 
early spring were favorable for 
plowing and planting but during 
kgjay and the early part of June 
dry weather retarded the preps 
ration of the land and planting 
of some crops such as late corn, 
tobacco, eowpeas, and soybeans 
Showers during June in most sec- 
tions enabled farmers to complete 
the planting of most of the acre: 
age intended for these crops. 

The condition of most crops on 
July 1 was considerably better 
than on June 1, when dry wea- 
ther in May caused a decline in 
the condition of such crops as hay 
and pastures. While rainfall dur- 
ing June was below normal in 
most areas showers were suffic- 
ient to keep corn, cotton, peanuts, 
and tobacco growing satisfactor- 
ily. Wheat harvest was practical- 
,ly completed during June and

counties. Hay harvest was alsr) 
making rapid progress but yields 
were very light. 

Weather during June, as a 
whole, was too dry for the best 
growth of truck crops. Although 
some rain fell the first, middle, 
and last of the month, not all of 
the truck crop section received 
these rains, and even those that 
did were dry In between. As a re- 
sult of cold, wet weather early, 
and dry weather la|er, the snap 
bean yield was poor and of rather 
inferior quality in the coastal 
area. The crop in Southwest Vir- 
ginia promises a good yield if 
conditions remain favorable. 
Beets, onions, and cabbage yields 
were all reduced by the dry wea- 
ther! The green wrap tomato crop 
is expected to make only a mod- 
erate yield. Harvest began the 
week of June. Watermelons are 
progressing fairly satisfactorily 
with prospects of good yields with 
favorable weather from now on. 

Total acreage planted to corn 
is estimated at 1,391,000 acres, 
which is the same as the acreage 
harvested last year. In many sec- 
tions growers had difficulty in 
securing a good stand, consequ- 
ently some fields are Irregular due 
to replanting. In some areas, 
particularly in a few Central and 
Eastern counties, growth was re- 
tarded by dry weatner, and in the 
Eastern part of the State thers 
has already been some damage 
from worms. For the State as a 
whole, however, corn has made n 
good start, fields have been well 
cultivated, plants are stocky and 
have an excellent: color, and If 
weather conditions continue fav- 
orable a good yield will be made. 
The condition on July 1 indicated 
a yield of 24.5 bushels per acre, 
compared with 25.0 bushels harv- 
ested last year; and total prod- 
uction of 34,080,000 bushels com- 
pared with 34,775,000 bushels 
harvested last yciu\ Throughout 
the United States the acreage of 
corn is estimated to be 09 per- 
cent of last year.

Missouri. Contributing to the re- 
latively high prospective yields is 
the large acreage planted to corn 
hybrids. 

Wheat harvest made rapid prog- 
ress as weather conditions were 
generally favorable and by July 1 
most of the wheat had been cut 
and a large part nad been thresh- 
ed. Total acreage harvested is 
estimated to be 548,000 acres, 
which is 10 percent less than last 
year. In the Southern part of the 
State the yield is turning out be- 
low expectations, but In other 
sections yields are fairly good, the 
Indicated yield for the State U 
14.0 bushels, which is the same 
last year. Total production is 
estimated at 7,873,000 bushels, 
which is 90 percent of the 1938 
crop. Throughout the United 
States the production of winter 
wheat is estimated at 537,787,080 
bushels, which is an increase of 
14,338,800 bushels over the June 
forecast, but is only 78 percent c! 
the 1838 crop. The 1939 crop of 
an wheat of 716,855,000 bushels 
is much smaller than last year's 
big crop, and is 50 percent below 
average. Winter wheat production 
Is about 4 percent below average, 
durum about 12 percent, and 
other spring wheat about 7 per- 
cent. There was a noticeable im- 
provement during June in spring 
wheat prospects in the Northern 
Great Plains States and in the 
Pacific Northwest. Winter wheat 
yields exceeded expectations also 
in Oklahoma, Kansas, Missouri 
and Illinois. 

The total acreage of hay to be 
harv es t ed this year is estimated at 
1,083.000 acres, which is about 1 
percent larger than the acreage 
harvested last year. Owing to the 
poor condition of pastures in May 
I and early June some hay fields 
were crazed. The yield of early hay 
crops, such as alfalfa, small grain 
and clover and timothy was be- 
low average because of the dry 
weather during May and the 
early part cf June. Rains during 
the last week of June, however, 
and the first of July stimulated 
the growth of clovers, lespedesea 
eowpeas, and soybeans, so the 
yield of late crops may be up to 
average. Pastures, which have 
been very poor since mid-May, 
showed a slight improvement in 
most sections and the condition 
on July 1 is reported to be 72 per- 
cent of normal compared with 70 
percent on June 1. The condition 
on July 1 last year was 92 per- 
cent. 

The acreage planted to peanuts 
is estimated at 171,000 acres, 
which Is 5 percent greater than 
the acreage harvested last yeai. 
Although dry weathe)r retarded 
growth, the crop in most sections 
has come up well and has been 
making favorable progress. Cul- 
tivation has been thorough and 
fields are free from grass and 
weeds. No estimate of production 
can be made so early in the sea- 
son, as weather IWditions during 
August largely determine the final 
yield. Growers reported the con- 
dition on July 1 as 79 percent of 
normal compared vlth 75 percent 
last year and 80 percent the 10- 
year average. Throughout the 
nited States the acreage of pea- 
nuts grown alone is estimated to 
be 8 percent above the acreage 
planted last year. The acreage in 
the Virginia-North Carolina area 
is estimated to be 5 percent more 
than last year and in the South-

the garden will never lack color 
except in winter; and if sufficient 
evergreens are provided, it will 
not lack beauty even then. 

An informal garden calls for 
casual, irregular lines in walks and 
borders, with different kinds of 
flowers grouped together. A for- 
mal garden is laid out geometri- 
cally with straight or regularly 
curved boundaries, walks and 
borders, and different plants sep- 
arated into rows and groups. 

If a fixed design is adopted, to 
remain the same year after year, 
the soil can easily be modified to 
satisfy the needs of plants that 
require conditions other than 
those characteristic of the soil. 
Sand, clay or muck, and plant 
food can be added as required by 
each individual plant This re- 
quires less y:arly attention and 
allows perennials and shrubs to 
be planted and also permits a 
much greater variety of plants. 

If It is desired to give the entire 
surface* a general treatment, a 
good procedure is to add blue 
grass sod from heavy clay loam 
rotted for a year and mixed with 
an equal quantity of rotted man- 
ure, leaf mold and sand. Where 
rich top soil is available, a good 
treatment is to dig out the na- 
tural soil and fill in with the rich 
soil well mixed with rotted man- 
ure. 

Soil that: is well prepared wi<l 
absorb and hold water for the 
plants. However, in addition to 
the supplying of water, it is 
necessary t 3 provide a way for the 
surplus to drain off. A layer of 
stone under the top preparation 
and connected with a drainpipe 
will serve the nurpose. 

Artificial watering once a week 
is usually sufficient. However, 
conditions vary so greatly in dif- 
ferent localities and soils and with 
different plants that only exper- Atlanta, Ga. 
ience can teach the proper Baltimore, Md.

Known to scientists as koroseal, 
this new substance was used to 
treat fabrics introduced in New 
York at a fashion show of beach 
and cruise styles held at the 
World's Pair. One smart outfit 
designed for sailing consisted of 
a skirt of brown waterproofed 
cotton and a white parka, also 
waterproofed, fastened down the 
front with an emerald green 
zipper. Seams of both jacket and 
skirt were heat-sealed, no sewing 
being necessary. 

•A sports jacket of white silk 
waterproofed with koroseal was 
trimmed with vertical stripes in 
green, red and yellow, which had 
been heat-sealed to the fabric. 

Another interesting ensemble 
consisted of a frock of printed 
georgette which had been treated 
with the process to make it 
waterproof and spotproof, and a 
dressmaker coat of white silk. 
The tetter, trimmed with bindings 
and sash belt of the georgette, 
was suitable for a raincoat or for 
a light wrap on a cool summer 
day. 

Fashion writers are hailing the 
new process as important news 



and predicting that it win hare 
great influence on styles during 
the coming months as it will en- 
able designers to make use of 
heretofore "perishable fabrics in 
an entirely new way.

Q What causes mildew on 
w ood w wk and how cms it be eli- 
minated? 

A. Mildest on woodwork is due 
to m e ss l ve moisture, if it is not 
properly back-painted. If this is 
the ease in tout home, the only 
remedy is to remove the wood- 
work, dry thoroughly before 
painting, and back-paint with a 
good protective primer, such as 
an aluminum paint. The face of 
the woodwork should also be well 
pruned before painting. 



Q. What material would you 
suggest for a fireplace facing?

"Modern financing methods 
are based largely on the borrow- 
er's ability to pay for the locn 
within the time agreed upon.

Benefits Of FHA 
Insured Mortgage 
Plan Explained 

One of the questions most often 
asked by prospective home buyers 
in correspondence with Washing- 
ton headquarters of the Federal 
Housing Administration, as well 
as with state and district insuring 
offices, Is: "What are the benefits 
of an insured-mortgage loan?" 

In answering the query, FHA 
officials point to the advantage 
to the buyer In knowing at the 
outset exactly what the cost of 
the house and financing will be. 
A second or third mortgage is 
eliminated; monthly payments 
reduce the principal and cover the 
accompanying expenses of hazard 
insurance, taxes, and other 
charges. 

Moreover, FHA officials say, 
the necessity for renewing the 
mortgage every few years is also 
eliminated and there are no addi- 
tional costs, therefore, for renewal 
fees. Payment of a lump sum for 
taxes each year is avoided, since 
monthly payments include a por- 
tion of this cost. 

In addition, a mortgage insured 
by FHA is evidence of the sound- 
ness due to FHA's requirements 
that the property given as secur- 
ity for an insured mortgage 
meets certain requirements as to 
(instruction, plan, design, and 
neighborhood.

The water supply of many sec- 
tions of the country contains ele- 
» ments that have a corrosive effect 
on plumbing. In such cases, water 
softeners may be installed that 
will rem o ve corroding substances 
at the same time serving to "soft- 
en" the water. 



When floors sweat it is usually 
due to the fact that the material 
is unusually cold and, when com- 
ing into contact with warm ah- 
containing a relatively high de- 
gree of moisture, a condensation 
results. This condition is not eas- 
ily controlled, the most practical 
remedy being well-regulated ven- 
tilation and ample sunlight. 

Sound Control 

The transmission of sound 
through heating ducts of a warm 
air system may be prevented in 
two ways. Accordion-pleated can- 
vas sections may be inserted in 
the cellar ducts, or baffle plates 
of Insulation beards may be set 
on the brackets about two inches 
in front of the registers. The first 
method breaks up the sound 
wares, and the second absorbs 
sounds as ihey leave the registers. 

Either of these methods of 
stifling sound from the ducts may 
be Installed with funds obtainable 
from qualified leading Institutions 
under the Modernization Credit 
Plan of the Federal Housing Ad- 
ministration.

Thermostat Location 
A generally satisfactory height 
for the location of thermostats 
has been found to be five feet 
above the floor in a spot where it 
is protected from drafts and 
wher^it will be in contact with a 
large volume of air. Usually this 
means that the regulator is placed 
on the wall of one of the first- 
floor rooms. 

Recent developments in ther- 
mostat design have eliminated the 
{ grim, mechanical appearance, and 
j their location on the living-room 
, wall need no longer mar the 
scheme of decoration. 



Oarage Sise 
A garage that measures nine 
feet by eighteen feet is usually 
, ample to accommodate the aver- 
age car. Doors should be seven 
j feet high and not less than seven 
feet six inches wide. 

Where the owner is the type 
who likes to make repairs on his 
machine, it is advisable to add a 
few feet to provide working space. 



Repair Faulty Sashes 

A window sash may stick for r. 
nuirber of reasons, but, regardl^s 
of what thiy are, the sash should 
be repaired, as *ew minor things 
about the home can be as annoy- 
ing as sticking windows. 

In the case of excessive mois- 
ture, the wood in the sash and its 
frame swells, and this swelling 
causes the sash to bind. This 
trouble usually appears when the 
wood begins to dry. Before any 
corrective work Is undertaken the 
home owner is advised to see if a 
thorough coating of beeswax or 
parrafln will relieve the friction. 

A broken sash-weight cord will 
leave the window without support 
when it is raiseo, and this should 
be repaired immediately when Hi 
occurs. A cord which has stretch- 
ed will prevent the sash from go- 
ing to the top of the window. 

All of these window repairs may 
be financed with funds obtainable 
from qualified lending institutions 
under the Modernization Credit 
Plan of the Federal Housing Ad- 
ministration. ,.

August 7th has been designated 
as the day of celebration of 150th 
anniversary of the establishment 
of the Lighthouse Service by the 
Federal Government. Plans are 
now under way for an elaborated 
program to take place at the "Old 
Lighthouse at Cape Henry," the 
first to be erected under the sys- 
tem. Several others had been 
constructed by State govern- 
ments, prior to this which were 
taken over by this service for op- 
eration after its inauguration. 

The Cape Henry lighthouse was 
completed in 1790 but was supple- 
mented by a more modern struc- 
ture almost a half century ago 
However, the original structure 
has been maintained in good re- 
pah in reverence to what it once 
stood for and as a forerunner of 
the present service. 

Capt. N. C. Manycn, command- 
ing the Norfolk district that has 
now been consolidated with the 
Coast Guard, states that plans for 
the observance are still in such 
a formative state he is unable to 
announce any details. 

A formal announcement from 
Washington is expected within 
the next few days. 

Other ceremonies are to be held 
at lighthouse headquarter?

State Centralisation Destroying 
County Government

were self-governing counties. 
Centralisation Not Due to State 
"Belting" Local Powers

its officials to seize local func- 
tions. On the other hand it 1° 
largely due to scientific and soc- 
ial changes which have come 
largely during the past genera- 
tion. These changes include the 
coming of the automobile, good 
roads, the telephone, radio and 
telegraph, modern conveniences 
for the home as a result of the 
larger use of electricity, and the 
universal demand for govern- 
mental services to the form of 
public education, public health, 
public welfare, public roads, soc- 
ial security programs, and modern 
programs for the administration 
of justice, in the counties as well 
as to cities. 

County Breakdown Net Dae To 
County Officials 

It should be made clear that 
the rapid breakdown of county 
government cannot be blamed or. 
the officials of Virginia counties. 
However much we may differ on 
the ability and efficiency of in- 
dividual county officials, the de- 
fects to Virginia county govern 
ment are due largely to the above 
social and scient ific changes, to 
the antiquated and outmoded 
form of organization and meth- 
ods of county administration, and 
not to the officials who serve in 
the counties.

They came from all corners of 
the world representing all colors 
and races. English was the pre- 
dominating language, but very 
often a delegate had to have an. 
interpretator by his side. 

Three hundred ministers of dis- 
tinction on preached to the 
churches of Atlanta and sur- 
rounding towns on Sunday.

"Sirene" Breaks Up Three-Mile 
Limit Violations 

Invasions of the three-mile 
limit by trawlers operating off the 
Virginia coast have been success- 
fully broken up for the present as 
a result of the patrol work of the 
flagship, Sirene, Commissioner G 
Walter Mapp said today. 

"The Sirene has kept a careful 
watch off the capes for the past 
several weeks, and reports that 
the trawling boats are now stay- 
ing well outside the forbidden 
three-mile area." Mappobserved. 

The right of the Commission 
to enact and enforce trawling re- 
gulations within the three-mile 
limit was established last spring, 
after Gloucester and Mathews 
fishermen appeared before the 
Commission to recommend a pa- 
trol of the capes. In a written op- 
inion submitted at the request of 
Commissioner Mapp. Attorney 
Drummond Ayres of Accomac 
affirmed the State's jurisdiction 
within the three-mile area. 

The three-mile limit is the 
modern equivalent of the marine 
league which England claimed as 
a part of its colony of Virginia. 
Ayres explained. The claim was 
based on the theory that a nation 
had jurisdiction over its coastal 
fisheries as far out as a cannon 
could fire. In the days of the 
Virginia colony that was reckoned 
as a marine league, or three miles.

S. May Establish Fishery 
Educational Service 
A Bill to establish a fishery 
educational service in the D. S. 
Bureau of Fisheries to promot° 
fish consumption and to eliminate 
misinformation about the edibility 
and nutritive value of seafood was 
under consideration by the House 
merchant marine committee in 
Washington this week. 

The committee reported favor- 
ably on the Bill, offered by Re- 
presentative Caldwell of Florida, 
and described conditions to the 
fisheries industry as "deplorable." 
A major cause of these conditions. 
the committee said, was "the 
apathy on the part of many peo- 
ple toward consuming fish." 

Caldwell's Bill would establish 
the service experimentally for five 
years and would authorise a $75,- 
000 expenditure annually to pro- 
mote the work.

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BATHHOUSES ON WHEELS 



During the past several years a practice 
grown into being of the use of auto- 
mobiles for the purposes of changing from 
street clothes to bath suits and vice versa. 
Those who have adopted this practice usually 
select some residential street on which to 
park for this purpose. They attempt by the 
use of towels, some wearing apparel or other 
non-transparent material to screen the car 
windows but this is not always done with 
the utmost of success. 

As a natural result, this practice has be- 
come most repulsive and obnoxious to those 
attempting to enjoy the pleasures of their 
front porch, particularly to those who have 
young daughters and sons. It is not very 
pleasant to sit on your own porch and be 
faced with a nude or semi-nude man or wom- 
en, certainly for those with any degree of 
propriety. 

Again, we have persons engaged in the 
business of operating bathhouses within the 
Town. They pay a license fee for this priv- 
ilege. These people should have some pro- 
tection, even if the rest have to close their 
eyes to the indecencies practiced in auto- 
mobiles. 

We do not want to keep any one from Vir- 
ginia Beach — we do not want to keep any- 
one from enjoying the pleasures of bathing 
on the finest beach on the Atlantic, but we 
object and in addition protect the man who 
is running legitimate bathhouse business 
and paying for that privilege. In fact — do 
we want the patronage of the person who is 
unwilling to pay a nominal sum for the pur- 
pose of making the necessary changes for a 
sea bath and at the same time risk personal 
exposures ?

TIME TO WAKE UP 



Recently the American Institute of Public 
Opinion, noted for its fact-finding accuracy, 
started asking Americans the question : "Do 
you happen to pay any taxes?" 

It is an established fact that nearly every 
one who receives money from any source or 
buys even the barest necessities of life pays 
out a substantial part of his or her income 
in the form of hidden taxes. Yet 25 per cent 
of those answering the above question seem- 
ed sincerely to believe that they weren't 
helping to pay the mounting cost of govern- 
ment. 

Sadly enough, most of those who were not 
conscious of paying taxes were numbered in 
the grojlp on which proportionately the bur- 
den falls most heavily — those earning less 
than $20 a week. The man or woman earn- 
ing that amount pays, on the average, slight- 
ly over a hundred dollars a year in taxes. 

The common delusion brought into the 
spotlight by this survey is undoubtedly one 
of the chief reasons why heavy government 
spending, waste, and inefficiency so seldom 
encounter concerted opposition from those 
most affected. And one thing at least is 
sure: there can be no "aroused taxpayer" so 
long as the individual supposed to play that 
role isn't even conscious of being taken for a 
spending sleigh-ride.

MORE TESTIMONY APPEARS 



The question of Wagner Labor Relations 
Act amendments is one that has not died 
down quietly, as some violent enemies of any 
changes in the Act seem to have hoped. And 
every week, new facts turn up that point di- 
rectly at fundamental weaknesses in the 
present form of this particular law. 

The magazine "Mill and Factory" is the 
latest to add testimony to the mass of ma- 
terial already accumulated. Its editor has 
just completed a survey of average American 
companies in 28 states, and has found that 
it costs an average of $20,572 to fight a de- 
cree of the National Labor Relations Board. 

Only about half the corporations in the 
United States, he points out, are financially 
equipped to pay this amount. The cost is so 
high that most companies have no choice 
save to yield to "consent decrees," no matter 
how arbitrary and unfair they may fee? 
those decrees are. 

The survey's results scarcely make one 
feel that in the present form of the Wagner 
Act, the American people are scarcely seeing 
American justice as they are accustomed to 
see it. The obvious answer is for Congress 
to do something about the situation at the 
earliest opportunity — and that something is 
to amend the Act to make it a real force for 
industrial harmony, peace, and mutual bene- 
fits for both management and labor. 



While discussing the bathing conditions 
at the Beach, it might be advisable to remind 
the public that there is an ordinance prohi- 
biting the appearance of any person on the 
streets west of Atlantic Avenue without the 
upper portion of their body covered. There 
seems some misunderstandings to these in 
decent exposures. The present day abbreviat 
ed bathing is bad enough without having to 
see the scanty put on. 

There is a Town ordinance which provides 
that: "* * * any person who shall indicently 
expose himself or herself within the Town 
limits or within one mile thereof in any 
manner whatever * * * shall upon conviction 
be confined in jail for a period not exceeding 
thirty days or fined not less than $2.00 nor 
more than $100.00 * * *." 

If this ordinance is not broad enough to 
be restrictive to the bathhouse on wheels the 
"Town Fathers" should, make one in order 
that the police may have the power to break 
up this semi-nudist exposure and of this even 
though the hotels, cottages and rooming 
houses have in the past posted notices. 

The police are having considerable diffi- 
culty in enforcing this law in that a good 
many do not understand this regulation or 
that the hostelries have not kept their warn- 
ings duly posted. It has been the desire of 
the police department to be subservient to 
the pleasures of the visitors of the Beach but 
on the other hand they have their duties to 
perform. In a cooperative spirit, it would be 
of great assistance to the police if the hos- 
telries would further post these regulations 
in order that their guests might be informed. 



WILL IT HELP RECOVERY? 



THE WPA "STRIKES' 



There is both tragedy and comedy to be 
found in the various "strikes" of WPA work- 
ers which followed Congress' passage of a 
bill providing that these relief beneficiaries 
should work full time for their money, rather 
than a day or two a week. 

ii general, the strikers demand^ "higher 
wages," inasmuch as working hours were to 
be increased. And this shows the amazing 
attitude of a segment of relief workers to- 
ward their "jobs. They have come to regard 
relief as a permanent profession — not as a 
temporary and unfortunate necessity. They 
believe the taxpayers owe them a life-long 
living, whether onnot they produce anything 
useful. They regard themselves as a class 
apart, signed up indefinitely on the public 
payroll 



The fact that Congress, in the course of 
passing the Revenue Act of 1939» made a few 
desirable changes in the nation's tax law has 
resulted in a lot of loose talk and even looser 
thinking by people who ought to know better 
(and probably do) . 

"Well," this chatter usually runs, "busi- 
ness has been complaining about the unfair- 
ness of past revenue measures. Now that the 
injustices have been removed, we can ex- 
pect industrial recovery any day now. And if 
we don't get it, we'll know business has been 
holding out on us all the time !" 

With this kind of foolishness so often 
heard, this is a good time to pause for a 
moment and try to get the real facts on the 
situation. 

Will the changes made this year in the 
government's tax program help business re- 
covery ? 

To a certain extent, business spokesmen 
say. But, pointing out that the changes 
don't go far enough, business offers certain 
recommendations for future revision, de- 
signed to aid recovery and generate employ- 
ment and new payrolls. These suggestions 
include: ^ 

Reduction of the tax load on business so 
that a fair amount of earnings can be re- 
turned to those who have invested their sav- 
ings. 

Reduction of extremely high surtaxes on 
individual incomes so that enough income is 
left to make the investment of "risk" capital 
attractive. 

This advice of business to the nation's 
lawmakers, designed to put idle men and idle

We 
expect the world to give us a liv- 
ing — and a very comfortably one 
too — not by brawn and brain but 
by the dole system. We whine 
at the least pang of pain and cry 
for an anaesthetic. Child birth we 
demand must lose Its torture and 
the agony of death must be eased 
by opiates. What can we so 
softened know of Life — or are we 
making life synthetic? 

AH these thoughts possessed me 
and I searched my bookshelf for 
accounts of real living and found 
satisfaction in rereading "The 
Spell of the Yukon" by Robert W. 
Service. True he uses the triangle, 
but it is the glorious trinity of 
Oo d,Man, and Nature and in the 
lines so simply written I found 
truth, strength and beauty. 

"I wanted the gold, and I 
sought it; 

I scrabbled and mucked like a 
slave — " 
Today those lines might read: 
I wanted the gold, and I sought 



a star agleam to guide them and 
asks of them these questions:

She has always been gocc 
for a rousing murder story, and 
this latest does no damage to her 
reputation. Some of Mrs. Ford's 
tales have been laid on the neigh- 
boring Eastern Shore of Mary- 
land, where her husband is a col- 
lege professor, but she manages 
this time to corral her characters 
just inside her native Virginia. 

"False to Any Man" reintro- 
duces those engaging creations of 
hers. Colonel Pimrose, late of the 
U. S. Army Engineers, presently 
occupied in solving crimes; hie 
batman. Sergeant 3uck, likewise 
retired, who also does undercover 
work and, on his own responsibi- 
lity and with an eye to his future, 
undertakes to protect the Colonel 
from the real and fancied designs 
of wiley females; and Mrs. Grace 
Latham— who unfolds the story 
to us— an old friend of the Col- 
onel, a widow, extraordinarily 
dashing, we take it, and so the 
occasion for the Sergeant's worst 
fears.

(Continued Prom Page Two) 
until I was nearly grown. Father 
got hold of two half-dollars at 
the same time and let us hear 
them rattle. Taxes were not high- 
er but harder to pay than now. 

"We owned two kerosene lamps, 
neither of which had a chimney. 
Our house wasn't celled, but two 
of our rooms had lofts in them. 
We had a glass window In our 
'cSmpany* room. Our nicest piece 
of furniture was a homemade 
rocking chair. Our beds were of 
the slat and tight-rope variety. 
The "trundle-bed" took care of 
all the younguns under 5 years of 
age, and It stayed full all of the 
time. We went to school two or 
three months in the year, but not 
in a bus. We attended church 
once a month but not in a car; 
we used a two-mule wagon. We 
dressed up on Sundays, but not in 
silks and satins. We neither wrote 
letters nor received any. We made 
our own lye hominy, distilled our 
own lye from our own ash hop- 
per. We drank sassafras tea and 
never had a yearning for coffee. 

"We sopped our own molasses; 
we ate our own meat; we con- 
sidered rice a delicacy for only 
the preachers to eat; we had 
heard of cheese but never saw 
any; we knew of some store 
bought clothes but never hoped to 
wear any; we got a stick of candy 
and three raisins for Christmas 
and were happy; we loved pa and 
ma and were never hungry, didn't 
want much, expected nothing. 
And that's why our present so- 
called hard times ain't hard o.i 
me."

"Hundreds of youngsters are 
Injured each year In the United 
Mates by playing with these caps. 
Many of them will be compelled 
to go through life Mind or malm- 
id. Some of then will be killed

fields where agricultural blasting 
has been done. 

"Blasting caps are small cop- 
per cylinders used to detonate 
explosives in mines, quarries, con- 
struction work, in opening 
ditches, and blesting stumps and 
boulders. Electric caps are similar 
to the others except that they 
have wires attached and are de- 
tonated by an electric current 
from a blast tul laachine. 

"The majority of the accidents 
occur in country districts where 
toe children find the caps near 
blasting operations. In many in- 
stances, they have been left by 
workmen. Flaying with these caps 
by picking Utera with nails. hitt- 
tog them with hammers, or 
throwing them into fires usually 
results in an accident. When the 
cap is- exploded by any of these 
methods, small particles of cop- 
per fly in all directions. Any child 
nearby is likely to be seriously 
Injured. 

"Workmen using blasting caps 
should be especially careful in the 
disposal of unused caps. Extreme 
Caution on their part would great- 
ly reduce the number of casual- 
ties from this cause. 

"The second line of defense, 
equally important, is for parents 
to warn their children not to play 
With a blasting cap or become 
Curious about it If they find one 

"Indeed, educating the" child to 
recognize a blasting cap and to 
realize its harmful possibilities Is 
essential if the present increasing 
accident and death toll charged to 
It is to be markdely reduced."

How curious and remarkable it is that the District Attorney of 
one of the nation's 3063 counties should today so outdistance the 
field as the favorite of his party for the 1940 presidential nomination! 

The charge of his opponents that Dewey is too young and there- 
fore too inexperienced does not stick as far as the public is concerned. 
Decent people everywhere who respect integrity and ability like the 
cut of Dewey's Jib, get enthusiastic over the public record that he 
has made. They like his public record because they highly regard 
courage, intelligence and ability wherever found— and especially in 
public life. 9 

And like the astronomer they don't have to wait to see a. comet 
land before knowing its course. Instead, after the manner and 
method of searchers of truth in the heavens, tney study its course, 
get a range on its curves, calculate its speed and then tell you exact- 
ly when and where it will land. 

While it is true that the science of politics is not an exact one as 
is the science of mathematics (with which the astronomers calcula- 
tions are made), nevertheless there is enough known about it to en- 
able men to see where a public figure is going. And Dewey is going 
places. He has become the symbol of honesty, courage, and decency 
in government. He thinks straight, sees straight, walks straight, and 
best of all he is young— the symbol of the fresh, hopeful, clean, honest 
leadership which can lad a discouraged people to the firm ground 
of high places. 



ARC PATENT LAWS WRONG? 

Revision of the patent laws is recommended by the Temporary 
National Economic Committee, popularly known as the "monopoly in- 
vestigation." 

The attack on patent laws charges that they are breeders of 
monopolies, and aids to abuses in restraint of trade. 

All laws are revised from time to time, but the fear has been 
raised in thJslnstance that the fundamenta^spb4t^of the* > patent laws 
that protect inventors is being attacked. Original ideas and inventions 
have always been given exclusive rights and that has made mono- 
polies—that has been the plan of the patent system. Under this prac- 
tice many good private enterprises have been built, and many grea 
fortunes made. 

The proposed legislation submitted by the monopoly committee 
Is of great importance to owners orpatents and to those who seek 
new ones. 

The committee states "that the sooner the widespread existence 
of monopolistic practices in commerce is recognized and acknowledged, 
the sooner the country can get down to the business of determining 
what to do about it." Senator O'Mahoney added that "while there 
may be differences of opinion as to the solution there is no point in 
disputing the fact." The committee is dominated by leaders in the 
New Deal. 
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of Mrs. Jeaate Moon Helton, who in 1901 
with the late Carolyn Arms the now famous Hotton-Arms School for 
girls. It is on S Street which has become noted in the political, 
social and ed u c ation al life in Washington — where lived former Pres- 
idents Wilson and Hoover, and where one bow finds the homes of 
statesmen, diplomats and many other notables.

In these schools their daugh- 
ters began to turn out so well that the private schools of the city auto- 
matically were associated in the minds of students and patrons with 
other institutions of higher learning. That is why the Tunes-Herald 
related that Hotton-Arms has- furnished the educational background 
for girls "from every state in the Union and from practically every 
foreign country." It gives proper credit to the personal qualities of 
a teacher in saying that "Mrs. Holton has, to a degree approaching 
genius, the ability to estimate the pattern of education best suited 
to the individual." Prom this school girls are sent to college or they 
may take a business course "to go out from school equipped to be 
self-supporting," explained Mrs. Holton. 

There remains no doubt that the private school is a great factor 
in the nation's educational system, as one may well surmise from the 
records which show Holton-Arms pioneering in one room and now 
covering a group of handsome buildings in two city blocks. 
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BARTER DEALS 

The United States Government is going right ahead to legislate 
a trade of American cotton for British rubber. It is purely a barter 
trade made with the understanding that each country will store the 
surpluses for a period of six years. It may sound swell, but if the 
scheme goes through this year there will be more and more barter 
trades of the same kind until the whole scheme becomes top-heavy 
and surpluses are thrown overboard on the markets long before the 
six years are up. 

EDUCATION AND SCHOOLS % 

American education is giving more children more schooling 
throughout our nation than in any other country in the world. There 
is history in the archives of yester-years which shows that the illiter- 
acy of former times has been brought down to less than 2 per cent 
among the native whites, and to new lows among foreign-born and 
other classes of citizens. 

The records of today are rich in proving the victories of civiliza- 
tion which now finds statistics of 30 million pupils being educated— 
not in the little red school houses— in buildings that cost 10 billion 
dollars. Within these waUs one and a half million employes labor; 
backed by private and public funds totaling two and a half billion 
dollars. The job is to school future citizens who are to become the 
conquerers of the world of tomorrow. 

Colleges, universities, public schools and private schools are cogs 
in the general educational machinery. The statistics show more than 
2 million pupils in private schools in the United States. In com-

Six Paaw lh. Approaches Te Re- 
moval Of Defects In Virginia 

County Government 
Briefly, there are five possibi- 
lities for improvement in Vir- 
ginia county government. They 
are: (1) change in the form of 
county government; (2) change 
in the size of the area served by 
county government; (3 change in 
the functions of county govern- 
ment in relation to the functions 
of the State government; (4) im- 
provements in the administrative 
method* of county goswnwient;. 
(5) increased active supervision 
of county government by State 
agencies and officials; and <0> 
the abolition of county govern- 
ment and transfer of its func- 
tions to the state government. 

Each of these possibilities for 
the improvement of Virginia 
county government has its ad- 
vocates. In the main, however, 
the students of county govern- 
ment are divided into two general 
groups. There are those who 
earnestly recognize the weak- 
nesses in county government but 
feel that the county must by pre- 
served as a unit of democratic 
local self-government and that it

The second 
relatively smaller one in 
feels that there to really no- well 
founded and realistic hope of re- 
moving the fundamental defects 
in county government and that 
the ultimate solution must be the 
taking over and administration of 
all county governmental func- 
tions by the State.

Son Conservation 
Receives Emphasis 
In 1940 AAA Plan 

Soil conservation will have in- 
creased emphasis in the 1940 AAA 
Farm Program, says S. K. Cassell, 
state executive for AAA in Vir- 
ginia, who returned yesterday 
from the National AAA Confer- 
ence to Washington, D. ft, where 
recommendations were presentee! 
for the 1940 farm program. 
p^Next year's farm program will 
also provide a better opportunity 
for operators of small farms to 
participate, and the responsibility 
of administration will continue to 
the hands of fanner committees. 

An Important recommendation 
affecting soil observation, and 
which should help small farmers 



take part to the 
that there be established a mini- 
mum soil-building allowance of 
$30 per farm. Another important 
soil conservation recommendation 
is one that would allow farmers 
to earn up to $30 per farm for 
tree planting, in addition to the 
regular soil building allowance 
for the farm. 

State and local AAA com- 
mitteemen will have more respon- 
sibility for the field administra- 
tion of crop insurance and loans. 
This is to line with established 
AAA policy of decentralising ad- 
ministration of the program 
wherever possible. 

"The national conference was 
held a month earlier this year 
than last," says Cassell. "This wilt 
give farmers to 1M0 a better op- 
portunity than ever to know well 
in advance of the planting sea- 
son what the program has to offer 

them. 

"Recommendations adopted at 
the national conference will be 
used for drafting specific provi- 
sions of the 1940 program. In 
general, it will continue on the 
same lines as the 1939 program. 
Changes recommended are those 
which will simplify administration 
of the program, or make it more 
effective from the standpoint of 
soil conservation." 

The conservation program pro- 
vides for establishment of nation- 
al allotments for soil depleting 
crops and a national goal for soil- 
building crops and practices, 
wheih will be broken down to In- 
dividual farms. The national 
wheat allotment of 62,000,000 
acres for 1940 has already been 
announced. Other special allot- 
ments, such as cotton, corn, to- 
bacco, and rice, will be made later 
to the season when the 1939 crop 
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is definitely known 
rates of payment on these com- 
modities will be made on the basis 
of what the allotments are for 
them. 

As to 1939, there will be two 
different payments which farmers 
may earn in 1940. These are the 
conservation payments, and the 
price adjustment payments. 

Health Aided 
In Hospitals 
Air Treated 

The direct beneficial effects of 
air-conditioning on health, par- 
ticularly to heart disease, pneu- 
monia, rheumatism and hay fever, 
have been established in recen- 
experiments in hospitals equipp- 
ed with air-conditioning. 

In the Corey Hill Hospital m 
Brookline, Mass., it was discover- 
ed that out of 2,100 surgical op- 
erations performed in two and a 
half years, post-operative pul- 
monary complications developed 
in only one-quarter of 1 per cent 
of cases, compared with an aver- 
age of 6 or 7 per cent in hospitals 
not air-conditioned. Likewise, 
post-operative deaths averaged 
one and seven-tenths of 1 pei 
cent of cases, while in non air 
conditioned hospitals, the per- 
centage of deaths following oper- 
ations was reported at 44 pei 
cent. 

Rheumatism Helped 

Patients suffering from rheu- 



•ueh 

able improvement in conditioned 
air that the time they are con- 
fined has been reduced to about 
40 per cent. 

Similar results were shown in 
cases of cardiac ailments, the 
association reported. This was 
due to the fact that the strain 
on the heart produced by extreme 
heat is* eased in a cool environ- 
ment. 

Practically all patients suffering 
from the inhalant and contact 
type of allergy, including parti- 
cularly hay fever, were benefited 
when subjected to air-conditioned 
environment. When these diseases 
occur in children, they frequently 
overcome the condition entirely if 
kept free of It during their early 
years, the experiments revealed.

ties. Any program to save and 
improve it must include the lead- 
ership, experience, recommenda- 
tions and confidence of Virginia 
county officials. 

Local Governmental Efficiency I*; 
The Real Proble m 

Fundamentally all weal self- 
government is the arrangement 
by which the State furnishes gov- 
ernmental services to citizens in 
its communities. Prom the sole 
viewpoint of efficiency of admin- 
istration it cou.ld, with some jus- 
tification, be argued that modern 
circumstances make possible the 
"centralization" of administration 
of all governmental services with- 
in Virginia or any other state. 
Actually, however, such central- 
ised state administration would 
destroy the interest and respon- 
sibility of the individual citizen 
in his government. He would 
actually have no direct part i;» 
choosing the officials who served 
him in his own home community 
the community in which he re- 
ceives most of the governmental 
services which affect his life, and 
in which he learns his responsi- 
bility as a citizen. For this 
"cradle of deocracy" we should be 
willing to pay a slightly higher 
cost rather than "centralize" all 
governmental services in the 
State in the name of economy and 
efficiency. 

The main problems of Virginia 
county government may be stated 
in the following outline form: 
I. The Mam Problems Of Virginia 
County Government 

1. County Government has Tost 
to the state government most of 
its control over the policies and 
administration of governmental 
services in the counites. As a 
consequence local citizen interest 
is at a very low ebb. 

2. A considerable number of 
Virginia counties do not have usf- 
ficient taxable wealth to support 
the cost of the necessary func- 
tions of modern county govern- 
ment. 

3. The state government has re- 
served to itself the most lucra- 
tive sources of tax revenue leav 
ing to the counties only the taxa- 
tion of real estate and tangible 
personal property, thus greatly 
reducing the financial resources 
of county government. 

4. County government has no 
single central policy making and 
administrative head directly re- 
sponsible to all the voters of the 
county. Instead, responsibility for 
public policies and administration 
is different among many elected 
and appointed officials. 

5. The district elected Boards of 
Supervisors have relatively little 
control over the policies relating 
to the main functions of county 
government, the administration 
of justice^ public schools, public 
welfare, public health and public 
roads. 

6. The district elected Boards of 
Supervisors have relatively little 
control over the costs or trie 
actual administration of justice, 
public schools, public welfare, 
public health, public roads, the 
assessment of property for taxa- 
tion, or the collection of taxes. 

7. The office of circuit judge is 
heavily burdened with local gov- 
ernmental functions which are 
not directly related to the impor- 
tant and heavy judicial duties of 
this office, and which properly 
belong to the popularly elected 
policy making and administrative 
board of the county. 

8. There is no local democratic 
control over the policies or costs 
of county public schools by the 
popularly elected representatives 
of the citizens of the counties. 



ft. The fee 

of compensation of county offi- 
cials has not been completely re- 
placed by salaries set by popular 
ly elected county policy making 
boards, with all fees collected and 
paid in to the county treasurer, 
and all salaries and expenses paid 
from budgeted appropriations 
made by these boards. 

10. The operation of the county 
jail and local lock-up represents 
one of the most pressing problems 
in Virginia counties. 

11. County Boards of Supervisors 
need the services of trained and 
experienced public administra- 
tors and a merit personnel pro- 
gram to execute their policies and 
furnish continuous administration 
of county government functions 
every day in the year. 

12. There is a lack of adequate 
detailed current financial and 
other information on the activ- 
ities of all departments of the 
county government which should 
be readily available in report 
form for the citizens of the coun- 
ty, daily, monthly, quarterly and 
annually 

13. No adequate system exists for 
the assessment or equalization of 
assessments of real estate in the 
counties. 

14. The diversity of regulation by 
and responsibility of various 
county officers to the various de- 
partments of the state govern- 
ment tends to confuse the general 
policies of county government and 
their administration by county of- 
ficials. 

15. The changing of the form or 
administrative procedures Of in- 
dividual counties by special acts 
of the General Assembly, if con- 
tinued, will result in even more 
serious confusion and problems ir.

II. The Relation Of The State 

Government To Comity Gov- 
ment Problems 

1. County government is in legji 
fact a branch of the state govern- 
ment and all county government- 
al problems are, to that extent, 
state problems. 

2. Increased assumption by the 
state of the cost and adminis- 
tration of county government 
functions tends to overload the 
state administration with local 
functions to the ultimate detri- 
ment of the performance of pro- 
per state functions. 

3. There is a confusion as to 
the proper demarcation between 
governmental functions which 
properly should be performed 
solely by the county government, 
those which should be Jointly 
performed, and those which the 
county should perform under 
"minimum standards" determined 
by the General Assembly or the 
state departments. 

4. The state is annually being 
called on for increased "state fi- 
nancial aid" for the support of 
county governmental functions. 
This situation demands a full and 
comprehensive state policy on 
state financial aids to county 
government. 

5. The relation of the state gov-^ 
ernment to the governments of 
the counties is confused by the 
diversity of regulation of county 
functions by the several depart- 
ments and offices of the state 
government. 

6. There exists in the state gov- 
ernment no single official, com- 
mission, or department equipped 
to continuously assist and advise 
county government officials in 
the solution of the whole range 
of county government problems 
and in the establishment of more 
efficient administrative proce- 
dures. 

These Problems Remain In Spite 
Of Certain Notable Improve- 
ments In Certain Phases of 

County Government 
Prior to 1852 Virginia county 
government was composed of 



primarily an arm of State ad- 
ministration. The Constitution of 
that year made provision for the 
popular election of no less than 
nine individual or groups of ad- 
ministrative, legislative and judic- 
ial county officers. Although 
providing for the appointment of 
the circuit Judge by the General 
Assembly, the Virginia Constitu- 
tion of 188ft provided for the local 
election of no less than thirteen 
individual or groups of adminis- 
trative, judicial or legislative 
county officials. The Constitution 
of 1903 shortened this list of loc- 
ally elected county officials to 
eight, continued the election of 
the judge of the circuit court by 
the General Assembly, and placed 
the appointment of the school 
board in ten hands of the school 
electoral board appointed by the 
circuit court Judge. To the school 
electoral board appointed by the 
Judge have been added numerous 
other administrative appoint- 
ments and functions since 1903. 

In spite of the apparently larger 
grant of powers of local democra- 
tic self-government in the form 
of elective county offices by the 
Constitutions of 1852 and 1 6ft, 
the desired democratic effect was 
lost in the diffusion of county 
governmental powers among such 
a host of elected and appointed 
administrative, judicial and leg- 
islative officials. While this 
weakness was in part removed b; 
the Constitution of 1902 it con- 
tinues in large part to this day, 
intensified by the addition of ap- 
pointments by the circuit judge 
However, the Constitution of 1902 
did abolish the township and its 
host of independent administra- 
tive and legislative officials, and 
the county court, and pjagti X \\^r 
administrative and legislative 
officials, and the county court, 
and placed their administrative 
and legislative functions In the 
hands of the county board of 
supervisors, except in the impor- 
tant instances of county schools 
and the five elected administra- 
tive officials of the county, the 
clerk of the court,. the attorney 
for the Commonwealth, the 
sheriff, the commissioner of rev- 
enue, and the county treasurer. 
The administration of the schools 
was simplified by the abolition by 
law of the district school boards 
in 1922, and provision for the 
election of the division superin- 
tendent of schools by the county 
school board in 1928, the latter 
by Constitutional change. 

The largest grant of permissive 
home rule to Virginia counties 
came in 1928 and 1932 with the 



Constitutional provision and the 

statute by the General Assembly, mandatory that county boards of 



for the counties to adopt optional 
forms of county government, dif- 
ferent from that detailed in the 
Constitution, by popular major- 
ity county vote. 

Since 1903 the county board o* 
supervisor, has had its discre- 
tionary powers greatly increased 
by statutory provisions as com- 
pared with those under the Con- 
stitutions of 1863 and 1889 and 
statutes under these two latter 
Constitutions, except in the cane 
of construction and maintenance 
of county roads, and the adminis- 
tration of schools. Subject to the 
continued weakness of having 
dbunty government powers dif- 
fused among a large number of 
independent elected or appointed 
county ooards and officials, the 
present county board of supervis- 
ors has, at least on paper, the 
authority of a body representing 
the whole county, and in a fevv 
instances, all of the powers of a 
city or town council. However, all 
these powers are .strictly limited 
by statute. 

The gravest problem remains 
that of making effective this his- 
torical trend of placing the legis- 
lative and administrative powers 
of county government effectively 
and fully within the control of 
county boards of supervisors. This 
may be done by placing the 
schools and all administrative 
functions of the circuit court 
judge under the board of super- 
visors, the modernization of 
county governmental organization 
and administrative procedures, 
and the abolition of the fee sys- 
tem as a method of compensation 
and granting the board of su- 
pervisors control of all county 
rveenues and expenditures.

1933 Still Leave Many 

Grave Weaknesses 

Immediately prior to and fol- 
lowing the valuable studies of 
Virginia county government by 
the Commission on Simplification 
and Economy published in 1924. 
the County Government study of 
the New York Bureau of Munici- 
pal Research in 1927, the report 
of the Commission to Suggest 
Amendments to the Constitution 
in the same year, the four reports 
of the Virginia Commission on 
County Government since Its ap- 
pointment in 1930, entitled Prob- 
lems in Contemporary County 
Government, many Important 
statutory improvements have been 
made for the improvement of 
county governent. Some of these 
improvements have been men- 
tioned. Others may be listed as 
follows: 
1. The 1927 Statute making it

4. A 1936 special act of the Gen- 
eral Assembly permitting Pittsyl- 
vania county to establish the of- 
fice of county auditor, the 1937 
special act permitting Augusts 
county to establish the office cf 
Executive Clerk with much tht 
same authority as that of a coun- 
ty manager, and the 1930 special 
act permitting Arlington Coun- 
ty to establish a complete man- 
ager form of government. 

5. The general law of 1932 per- 
mitting all Virginia counties to 
adopt either the county manager 
or county executive forms of 
county government by majority 
vote of the county voters. 

6. The 1932 act permitting two 
or more counties to provide for 
administrative areas for county 
functtona*___ 

7. The 1932 act permitting the 
geographical consolidation of 
counties. 

8. The 1932 act placing the 
Auditor of Public Accounts on 
the State Compensation Board of 
the State Treasurer. 

9. The 1932 act providing for a 
system of uniform accounting for 
county officers and an effective 
budget and auditing procedure in 
all the counties, with control by 
supervisors of the issue of war- 
rants, limited to funds available

10. The 1932 act providing auth- 
ority to supervisors for the em- 
ployment of a county purchasing 
agent with an organized system 
for the control and purchase of 
supplies. 

11. The 1932 act providing for the 
withholding of State funds from 
counties whose bonds are in de- 
fault.
